Army Officers Who Served in the 
Santiago Campaign Recom- 
mended for Brevets—-Philadel-~ 
phia Sails for Samoa Today. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.]} 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—An ‘effort’ 
on the part of Mr. Allison to obtain. 
consideration in the Senate today of. 
the Indian Appropriation Bill preeipi-: 
tated a running debate which oecu-’ 
pied all the time until the Senate, at 

o'clock, went into executive session 
on the peace treaty. 

Mr. Jones of Arkansas, leading the 
opposition to the treaty, opened the 
debate by insisting that time should 
be taken for the discussion of pending 
resolutions having a collateral bearing 
upon the treaty before the treaty itself 
was disposed of, and Mr. Bacon’s rego- 
lutions finally were laid before the 
Senate, 

After some parliamentary sparring, 
the resolutions were made the text of 
@ strong speech by Mr. Carter of 
Montana. Ordinarily calm and delib- 
erate in his utterances, Mr. Carter to- 
day spoke with impassioned earnest- 
ness, warning his colleagues that a 
favorable vote on any of the pending: 
resolutions would be a vote of lack of 
confidence in the American people. He 
declared that the adoption of the reso- 
lutions would be a pledge to those wha 
were defying the authority of this 
country in the Philippines, and that 
when the treaty had beén ratified, this 
}government would inquire in those 
‘islands who were in rebellion against 
our authority, and if necessary to main- 
tain our authority we would whip them 
to death. 

The treaty did not bind Congress te 
do anything that was not in conse- 
cavee with the jlikhtencd sense of the 
American people. For what purpose, 
therefore, he said, do the gentlemen 
who are urging the adoption of these 
resolutions seek to bind the action of 
the next Congress? He pointed out 
that our information concerning the 
Philippines and their inhabitants was’ 
very meager, and he desired ample 
time to consider what was wise and 
prudent and best to do with the newly- 
acquired territory before definite actors 
was taken. 

Mr. Mason inquired whether, by the 
terms of the treaty, the United States, 


| did not give to Spain certain trade 


rights in the Philippines. 

Mr. Carter replied it did, and that iff 
the sovereignty of the islands were 
transferred by this country to any 
other nation, it would be subject to 
those treaty obligations. 

“Then we do take the sovereignty of 
the islands,”’ inquired Mr. Mason. 

. Mr. Carter replied that in the very 
nature of things the sovereignty of the 
islands, so far as it was in the posses- 
sion of Spain passed by treaty to the 
United States. Continuing his discus- 
sion of the pending resolutions, Mr. 
Carter said the adoption of them woulé 
be a voluntary tieimg of the hands of 
Congress and of the administration. 

Mr. Teller inquired if there was any- 
thing in the resolutions to prevent the 
government from exercising at least 
temporary sovereignty in the islands, 
with the intention, subsequently, of al- 
lowing them self-government. He be- 
lieved that of course it would be neces- 
sary for the United States to exercise 
some sort of control over the islands, at 
least for a time. 

Resuming, Mr. Carter said that Sen- 
ators were belittling the dignity and 
destroying the confidence reposed in 
this country by foreign nations by en- 
deavoring to mortgage the future policy 
of the government and voting a lack of 
confidence in the nation by even at- 
tempting to adopt such resolutions as 
were pending. 

“The adoption of these resolutions,” 
he declared, “would be a pledge to 
those who are defying the authority 
of the United States government in 
the Philippine As a nation we can- 
not afford to og it understood that 
the United States army was expelled 
from these islands. Some of the Phil- 
ippine insurrection seems. to have been 
imported by way of the IHiongkong 
Philippine junta into this country. TF 
would not vote for such a petty, trifiing 
promise, even if it were to take the 
entire army of the United States to 
show the aggregation of Malays, Mo- 
hammedans and _ Filipinos that we 
would not budge one inch.’ 

Mr. Carter thought this country 
needed a change in its foreign policy, 
and thought our vrade would not 
amount to much svroal until at was 
ence thoroughly understood that an 
American citizen would be pretected 
in. all his rights in any part of tho 
world. He thought it 1 shame on the 
United States government that many 
of its. citizens, protection, 
passed by the American consulates and 
entered those of Great Britain and 
France. 

Replying to a question by Mr. Mason, 
Mr. Carter said that the power of the 
United States was the only authority. 
today recognized in the Vhilippines. 
“Being the only responsible govern- 
ment there,” said he, “the safety of 


every citizen of those islands, be he 
German, English or what not, rests 
upon us. 


“We will inquire when this treaty 
shall have been ‘ratified who, on these 
islands is in rebellion against cur goVv- 
ernment. If they do not recognize the 
rights and authority we st all excreise 
there. we will whip them to death. 


The soldiers of the United States will 


not withdraw from those islands wvtil 
a proper and stable government shall 
have been established there.’

On the Army Bill, and tonight When 
it adjourned thirteen of the twenty 
pages had been completed.

TREATY CORRESPONDENCE. 


President Submitted it to Congress 
With a Brief Message 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT]! 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—The Presi- 
dent today sent to the Senate corre- 
spondence on file in the State Depart- 
ment bearing upon the peace treaty, 
and it was read in today’s executive 
session. The correspondence was sent 
in response to a resolution introduced 
by Senator Hoar, and includes most 
of the letters and cablegrams from 
the commissioners in the way of  in- 
structions in return. The documents 
are numerous, as there were telegrams, 
letters and reports for almost every 
day the commissions were in Paris. . 

One of the first cablegrams from the 
President instructed them to demand 
the cession of Luzon Island only of the 
Philippines, and he told them that full 
sovereignty shouhl come with it. The 
reading of the correspondence received 
the closest attention from Senators. 

In submitting the papers, the Presi- 
dent sent a brief message, saying that 
he transmitted them in accordance 
with the resolution. The reading con. 
sumed the entire executive session, last- 
ing from 2 to 5:30, except a few min- 
utes at the close. Much of the matter 
covered the same ground as that 
which has been published. 

The principal interest among the Sen- 
ators attached to the President’s in- 
structions to insist upon the cessian 
of the island of Luzon, and, after 
that, in the decision to take the entire 
group of islands. This latter develop- 
ment appears from the correspondence 
to be a growth, and the suggestion is 
made by the commissioners to the 
President as the result 6f occurrences 
at Paris after the arrival there of the 
commissoiners. In his dispatch con- 


cerning Luzon, he said there was but f 


one elternative: The United States 
must either take the island and assume 
sovereignty or return it to Spain, and 
of the two courses he preferred the 
former. . 

Spain was from the first unwilling to 
cede any of the Philippines. and she 
made especial objection to letting go 
of Luzon alone, The commissionérs, 
with the exception of Senator Gray, 
urged that to take Luzon and leave 
the other islands of the archipelago in 
the hands of the Spaniards would be to 
invite innumerable complications with 
other nations. 

The President does not appear. to 
have at any time given explicit in- 


structions to consummate the bargain | 


by taking all the Philippines, but rather 
after hearing a full explanation to have 
left the matter to the discretion of the 
commissioners. 

The entire controversy was practi- 
cally over the Philippines, and the 
question of assuming responsibility for 
the payment of the Spanish bends for 
which the Cuban  revenucs were 
pledged. 

The Spaniards from the first insisted 
upon an indemnity for the Philippines, 
and the: correspondence shows that 
after the proposition to pay 320,000,000 
was made things proceeded much more 
smoothly, and were soon brought to a 
close. 

The American commissoiners appear 
to have been of one mind as to the 
wisdom of taking over all the Philip+ 
pines, with the exception of Senator 
Gray, who, notwithstanding he signed 
the treaty, held out to the last against 
the policy of acquiring these isiands. 
In one notable dispatch he pleaded zeal- 
ously against the policy as unpatriotic, 
un-American and inconsistent with 
probity and good statesmanship.

Statement of Laws Iesued by the 
Press Bareau—Special Rules and 
Regulations of the French Re- 
public Concerning Patents, Trade 
Marks and Registered Designs. 


[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT. ] 

CHICAGO, Jan. 30.—American 
manufacturers who intend exhibiting 
at the Paris Exposition of 1900 need 
not fear concerning the protection by 
the French govérnment of their pat- 
enis, registered designs or _ trade 
marks. A _ dispatch from Berne, 
Switzerland, setting forth the basis of 
the fears ofe Americans intending to 
make exhibits, has been taken up by 
Henri Merou, French Consul for Chi- 
cago, and the facts regarding the laws, 
specifically and otherwise, of the 
French republic created for the pro- 
tection of exhibitors at their  inter- 
national exposition is shown in th@ fol- 
lowng statement issued by the press 
bureau for the commissioner-general. 
Special rules and regulations made by 
the exposition authorities at Paris, and 
applying to this case, contain the fol- 
lowing provisions: 
Section 70—No works of art, no pro- 
ducts. exhibited in the buildings, 
parks or gardens, may be sketched, 
copied or reproduced in any way 
whatsoever without authorization from 
the exhibitor, countersigned by the 
department of the director-general. The 
commissioner-general may give per- 
mits for the teproduction of ensemble 
views. 
Section 71—Exhibitors shall have all 
the rights and immunities created by 
the law of May 23, 1868, as to the guar- 
antee of inventions liable to be pat- 
ented, and also with manufactured de- 
signs subject to the conditions of the 
said law. 
The law of May 23, 1868, as it, applies 
in these cases, is incorporated in the 
organic act of the republic providing 
for expositions. The law is in rela- 
tion to all exhbitors, and guarantees 
ample protection to exhibitors who may 
not previously have exhibited their 
manufactured articles in the Republic 
of France up t@ a time not ex ing ¢ 
three calendar months following the 
close of the exposition, provided such 
exhibitor, within ten days after the 
opening of the exposition makes or 
shall have made, application to the 
Prefect of the Seine for a patent. This 
application, as well as the general 
forms thereof, corresponds with those 
usually followed in applications for 
patents in the republic of France. The 
prefect referred to corresponds with 
our Commissioner of Patents. The 
law of May 23, 1868, above referred to, 
provides as follows:

President Ordered to Answer Ques-

HAVANA, Jan. 30.—[By West Indian 
Cable.] Sefior Galbis, president of the 
Banco Espafiol, was notified today by

HAS ANOTHER LETTER. 


AGONCILLO AGAIN PROTESTS TO 
STATE DEPARTMENT. 


Document Will Be Diplomatically 
Ignored, as Was a Previous One. 
No News of Consequence from 
the Philippines. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ]} 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—Sixto Lo- 
pez, secretary to Agoncillo, the Philip- 
pine representative here, called at the 
State Department this afternoon, and 
left with the chief clerk another com- 
munication addressed to the Secretary 
of State, protesting against the atti- 
tude of our government toward the 
Filipino “republic.” The terms of the 
protest do not go as far as an ulti-- 
matum. The same fate awaits this 
communication as that which befell its 

ecessors, it will be diplomatically 
ignored. 

Accompanying the communication is 
a long memorial addressed to the Sen- 
ate, containing a comprehensive argu- 
ment in opposition to the ratification 
of the treaty, and which the envoy 
asks the President to send to that body. 
The letter of transmittal contains more 
than the mere request, but Agoncillo 
feels that he is bound by courtesy not 
to make it public until an opportunity 
is had by the State Department officials 
to make a reply. 

The memorial to the Senate is a long 
document, both historical and argu- 
mentative in character, and is a pro- 
test that this governmént has no juris- 
diction, natural or acquired, through 
any of its agencies, to adjudicate in 
any manner upon the rights of the 
Philippine country and its people. 

NO BEEF CONDEMNED.

With Philippine Modification.

NEW .YORK, Jan. 20.—A dispatch 


to the World from Paris says Sefior 
Abarzuza, a leading member of the 
Spanish Peace Commission, now here 
on a visit, was asked: “Would Spain 
accept the peace treaty if it should be 
amended by the United States Senate 
so as to put the Philippines in the same 


‘position as ‘Cuba?’ 


“No,” answered Sefior Abarzuza. “In 
my opinion Spain would not—nor would 
any.civilized nation—accept the treaty 


if modified so as to create an inde- 


pendent Filipino government. You 
might as well give autonomy to the 
monkeys in the Jardin Acclamation 
here’ as to give to the Filipinos. No 
country could possibly agree to risk its 
commercial interests by dealing with 
the so-called Filipino government. 
Would America herself like her com- 
mercial interests to have only the sin- 
gle guarantee of such a government? 
It will be no guarantee at all. 

“If the treaty should be amended as 
you suggest, it would cease to ba the 
treaty signed by Spain, and a serious 
position would arise, since if the treaty 
should become null, matters would go 
back to the position in which they were 
at the time of the protocol.” 

VILLAURLITIA’S VIEWS. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Jan. 30.—A dispatch 
to the World from Brussels says that 
Sefior Villauritia, the Spanish Minis‘er 
here, who was a member of the Spanish 
Peace Commission, when asked if in his. 
opinion Spain would object to a modi-— 
fication of the peace treaty in such a 
way as to put the Philippines in the 
same position as Cuba, answered: 

“We members of the Peace Commis- 
sion definitely agreed upon certain 
conditions in behalf of our respective 
‘governments.

The Malay is a barbarian, obedient 
only to the impulses of fanaticism and 
fear of punishment.”

| CHU NKS OF KLON DIKE. 


SEVERAL SPATES HAVE A TASTE 
OF COLD WEATHER, 


Heavy Fall of Snow in Colorado, 
Kansas, Wyoming, Missouri and 
One or Two Others—Trains Tied 
Up and Great Losses May Result. 
Blizzard of Wide Scope. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

DENVER (Colo.,) Jan. 20.—The snow- 
storm has continued all day over the 
greater part of Colorado, and is said by 
old settlers to be a record-breaker. 
Nearly all the mountain railroads are 
blockaded, and in most cases the com- 
panies have given up the hope of open- 
ing them until after the storm sub- 
sides. Snowslides are reported at 
many places, but the only loss of life 
so far known was at Apex, where the 
family of William Rudolph were buried 
under tons of ice and snow. The tem- 
perature has been falling all day. 

At Como, in the South Park, it has 
been snowing continually for five days, 
and eighteen inches has fallen in the 
last twenty-four hours. A rotary plow 
with three engines left here this after- 
noon with a gang of carpenters to re- 
nove a snowslide and repair a burned 
bridge near Mount Princeton, and thus 
release a freight train which has been 
imprisoned since Friday. 

A Rio Grande passenger train had a 
narrow escape from destruction about 
a mile from Red Cliff today. Engineer 
Russ saw a slide tom'ng «down the 
mountain side and reversed his engine 
in time to save the train, though the 
engine was derailed, the tender demol- 
ished and the fireman slightly hurt. 


KANSAS ALL TIED UP. 


Railroads at the Mercy of Strong 
Wind and Heavy Snow. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

TOPEKA (Kan.,) Jan. 30.—If the fall 
of snow continues, accompanied by as 
strong a wind as has been blowing 
since an early hour this morning, the 
Kansas railroads will be practically at 
the mercy of the storm by night. What 
snow has fallen up to this hour has 
drifted rapidly, filling the cuts along 
the railroad lines. Reports received at 
the Santa Fé and Rock Island offices 
in this city state that the storm is 
practically confined to the State, and is 
more severe in the eastern and central 
portions.

[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 
SEATTLE. (Wash.,) Jan. 30.—Among 
the returning Klondikers on the 
steamer City of Seattle was Mrs. Frank 
J.McGregor of Los Angeles. She left Daw- 
son January 1, and is the third woman 
to come out over the ice this winter 
from the famous gold camp. She anti

SOME VESSELS WRECKED. 


Siwawshes Saw Her Go on the Rocks, 
and Wreckage is Found. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 
VICTORIA (B. C.,) Jan. 30.—The 
steamer Queen City reached here today 
from the west coast of Vancouver 
Island, bringing the news that the Si- 
washes claim to have seen a large 
vessel which had floated on the rocks. 
There were no means of identification, 
the name board being quite obliterated. 
A boat from some wrecked vessel, some 
cases of fish, life buoys, planking, bul- 
warks and portions of the ship's deck- 
house were also found by the Indians, 
but furnished no clew to the identity 
of the vessel. 
The captain of the Queen City says 
the coast from Quatsino to Cape Scott 
is httered with wreckage, but the 
weather was too thick and stormy to 
allow an investigation. The theories 
here are that the wreck may be the 
Conradoe, 110 days out from Kobe for 
Tacoma, or the Celtic Bard, 120 days 
from Hongkeng to Victoria. It is pos- 
sible that the wreckage may have 
drifted from the wrecked steamer 
Pretection or the long overdue sealing- 

schooner Pioneer.

TOO MUCH WATER. 
Big New Tank Burst and Redwood 
is in Darkness. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

REDWOOD CITY, Jan. 30.—A new 
water tank, contaniing 50,000 gallons of 
water, burst last night, causing great 
damage to the water plant and elec- 
tric-light works and to adjoining prop- 
erty. The tank had been filled for the 
first time last night, and it is suppoesd 
that the iron hoops could not withstand 
the pressure of the swelling wood, and 
gave way. 

The engine-room of the pumping and 
electric-light plant was almost totally 
destroyed, and Engineer Stalter, who 
wes in the boiler-room, had a narrow 
escape.

linotypes Damaged Again. 


STOCKTON, Jan. 30.—The fourth at- 
tempt to destroy the Mergenthaler 
linotype machines in the composing- 
room of the Evening Mail, by fire, was 
made last evening about 7 o'clock, and 
was partially successful. The cellu- 
loid keys were all destroyed, likewise 
the rubber parts of the machines and 
the belting, and parts of the machinery 
were badly warped by'the heat. The 
fire was discovered and extinguished in 
time to save the building. There is no 
clew to the perpetrators. The loss, 
amounting to $50 at least, and possibly 
more, is fully covered by insurance. 
This is the fourth attempt in as many 
months. 


Twenty-second Infantry Expected. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 30.—The 
Twenty-second United States (Infantry 
en route to Manila, is expected here 
tomorrow. The regiment, which is 
commanded by Col. H. C. Egbert, con- 
sists of 35 officers and 1220 enlisted 
men. The wives and families of twenty 
officers will accompany them. The 
troops will be marched directly from 
the train to their transports, the Sen- 
ator and Ohio, and it is the intention 
of the military authorities here to 
have the two vessels sail tomorrow 
night. if there is no delay in the ar- 
rival of the troops, and if they can be 
paid off expeditiously. The probabili- 
ties are, however, that they will not 
get off until Wednesday. 


Lynching Feared at Fresno. 


FRESNO, Jan. 30.—N. 8S. Markarian 
and his brother, Charles Markarian, 
who.were arrested Sunday morning 
for setting fire to their place of busi- 
ness about a week ago, were arraigned 
in Justice St. John’s court this after- 
noon, and had their bail fixed at 85000. 
Since one of the brothers confessed 
the diabolical plot to fire the buillding, 
the feeling against them in this com- 
munity has become very strong, .and 
there is fear that an attempt will he 
made to lynch them. They are kept in 
close confinement, and visitors are not 
allowed to see them. 


George Washington Brown’s Body. 
SAN ANDREAS, Jan. 30,—The_ re- 
mains of George Washington Brown, a 
colored man, who mysteriously disap- 
pearéd through a window of his house 
at Mokleumne Hill, leaving the door 
locked on the inside,.some time between 
January 1 and 8, giving currency to 
the belief that he had beén forcibly 
taken from his homé and murdered for 
his money, have been found a mile 
from where he lived. He had evidently 
wandered away from home while in 
a dazed mental condition, and died 
from exhaustion. 


Permanent Wine Organization. ' 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 30.—A move- 
ment is on foot for a convention of 
wine-growers and dealers in this city 
for the pus of effecting a perman- 
ent and solid organization of the 
wine interests of the State. An ad- 
dress has been issued by President

Seamen’s Strike Threatened. 


SEATTLE (Wash.,) Jan. 30.—A. 
Thompson, agent here of the Coast 
Seamen’s Union, said today: ‘Unless 
the Shipowners’ Association gives up 
trying to put ecab seamen on coasting 
vessels, a general strike will be 
ordered and every sailing vessel on 
the coast tied up as soon as she gets 
into port.

Referred to Grand Jury. 


FRESNO, Jan. 30.—Judge Webb to- 
day sustained the demurrer to accusa- 
tions to remove city trustees from office 
on account of alleged malfeasance.

TRIAL REVISION. 


FRENCH GOVERNMENT’S PROPOSAL 
ADOPTED BY BIG VOTE. 


Chamber of Deputies Listens to the 
Bill Providing Suth Cases Be 
Brought Before United Sections 
of Court of Cassation—Beatre- 
patire’s Article. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

PARIS, Jan. 30.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Chamber of Deputies today 
by a vote of 346 to 189 adopted the 
government's proposal to submit to the 
committee intrusted with such matters 
the bill providing that cases of trial 
revision shall be brought before the 


united sections of the Court of Cassa- 
tion. 


The report of M. Maseau, first presi- 
dent of the Court of Cassation, on the 
charges of M. Quesnay de Beaurepaire, 
the former president of the civil sec- 
tion of that body, will be read before 
the committee. 


The Minister of Justice, M. Lebret, 
introduced the bill, and asked that it 
be sent to a committee. It was read 
amid profound silence. The preamble 
of the méasure declaring that the bill 
was one of necessity for peace, and to 
restore calm in the country, was greeted 
with applause from the certer and 
murmurs from the extreme left. 

M. George de Berry, representing the 
first division of the. Seine, said the 
chairman was not aware why the gov- 
ernment introduced the bill, and asked 
for the official publication of the evi- 
dence in the case of M. Bard, who re- 
ported on the Dreyfus case to the Court 
of Cassation. [Cheers.] 

The Premier, M. Dupuy, said he. did 
not wish the chamber to vote in the 
dark. e was desirous that full light 
be thrown on the subject, &nd there- 
fore the government would submit to 
the committee the complete documents 
in the case. [Cheers.] The Premier 
then asked the chamber to proceed 
with the discussion of the budget, M. 
Massabeau (Rep.,) representing the 
District Espeyron, expressed surprise 
that the chamberlain of the court was 
allowed to continue the revision in- 
quiry. [Leftists protested.] | 

M. Millerand, Radical Socialist. First 
District of the Seine, reproached the 
government with interrupting the 
course of justice, and with placing the 
matter in the hands of the chamber, 
which, he added, meant that henceforth 
it would be impossible for anything to 
be ee 38 secret, and it would be neces- 
sary to publish everything. [Leftists 
applause.] 

The Premier replied that the commit- 
tee would have full power to ask for 
the publication of the document, and 
the government would not object. If 
the chamber voted the bill all the docu- 
ments referring to the inquiry would 
have to be submitted to all the mem- 


bers of the Court of Cassation. He 
added: “This matter can be threshed 
out later. and the government will 


then be willing to reply to all ques- 
tions.” 

It' developed today that the govern- 
ment proposed at first that only certain 
revision judgments should sub- 
mitted to the entire Court of Cassa- 
tion, ‘but the bill as introduced provides 
that all revisions are to be submitted 
to the entire court. The preamble, 
after advancing judicial reasons for 
introducing the bill, concludes as fol- 
lows: 

“The new bill applies direct'y tc an 
affair which is now profoundly dividing 
the nation. Doubtless the objection will 
be raised that the law is made to fit a 
certain circumstance. But it is above 


all a law of necessity and appeasement. — 


] We believe that the judgment of the 


entire Court Cassation will appeal 
to every one with irresistible foree and 
end the @gitation and differences which 
have too long disturbed the nation.” 

The committee to which the bill was 
submitted will examine M. Maseau to- 
morrow, and several of the committee- 
men intend also to examine the sus- 
pended judges. 

Maj. Count Esterhazy has again been 
before the criminal section of the Court 
of Cassation, but it is understood that 
he refuses to give any further. testi- 
mony ‘before the section, and insists 
upon being héard by the entire gourt. 

BEAUREPAIRDE’S ARTICLE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

PARIS, Jan. 30.—M. Quesnay de 
Beaurepaire, the former president of the 
civil section of the Court of Cassation, 
in an article in the Echo de Paris, to- 
day urges the members of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies not to be satisfied with 
the reading of the letter of M. Maseau, 
first president of the Court of Caasation, 
on the subject of M. de Beaurepaire’s 
charges, but to insist upon reading the 
evidence in the case, e asserts that 
M. Maseau received testimony render- 
ing certain members of the criminal 
court liable to penalties, and adds that 
he is convinced the deputies will not 
allow the inquiry to be stified. If the 
deputies refuse to act, M. de Beaure- 
paire says he will do so himself by 
inducing witnesses to allow him to pub- 
lish their evidence.

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NEW SPEAKER.

the big Republican dailtes, he (Melick) 
would say it was false. 

Spreckels was not subpoenaed be- 
cause the committee did not believe 
he would tell anything, while De 
Young had sent a certificate which was 
satisfactory at the time, and the com- 
mittee had since gotten the informa- 
tion they had expected to get from 
him, from another source. Cosper 
thought the committe® should be @Cis- 
charged. Dibble closed the protracted 
debate, saying that it would not con- 
form to the dignity of the House to 
discharge the committee while  wit- 
nesses wouldn't testify. He believed 
the present conditions would bring 
about the approval of his bill, making 
it a felony for any candidate to at- 
tempt to debauch politics in Califor- 
nia. 

He remembered when campaigns of 
corruption began. It was in 1880, and 
he charged that in every Senatorial 
campaign, including that of 1886, when 
the Democrats spent hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars, corruption and de- 
bauchery had been prevalent. Dibble’s 
excoriation of his own party was lis- 
tened to with astonishment. He modi- 
fied it somewhat by stating that he 
wouldn't say it was a violation of law 
then or today, but it was a vile, a 
Vicious practice. In i896, he erid, the 
campaign was made on the same lines, 
though, perhaps, not in such a gigantic 
way, managed by gentlemen whose 
presence was now desired at the bar 
of the House. 

“We have findings showing that an- 
other campaign of debauchery has been 
carried on anc a gentheman has come 
here expecting to be elected because 
his managers had put money int legis- 
lative districts.” 

Dibble declared himself against elec- 
tion by popular vote. 

Works declared that he had been on 
the point several times of calinge Dib- 
ble to order. The only question before 
the House was should the commit- 
tee continue to hear Green. 
Works's amendment discharging the 
committee was lost, by 58 to 15, the 
members evidently having been influ- 
enced by the representation that the 
committee might be needed to investi- 
gate further disclosures by Green. 
White withdrew his resolution in favor 
of the substitute by Burnett, calling on 
the committee to investigate what 
other members, if any, had accepted 
financial aid. This substitute was lost, 
ayes 31, nays 40, and the previous ques- 
tion was demanded. Dibble’s resolu- 
tion, as amended by Belshaw, the ef- 
fect of which is to continue the com- 
mittee in existence, was adopted by a 
small-sized viva voce vote. 

TO EXPEL WRIGHT. 

Then Burnett put in his promised 
resolution expelling Wright from the 
Assembly altogether. Burnett made a 
lengthy speech to the effect that the 
charges did not involve the Speaker- 
ship, but involved Wright's manhood, 
and that unless Wright were expelled 
it would create a privileged class as 
between Speaker and member. A man 
who has taken a dollar from a Sena- 
torial candidate with the express or im- 
plied understanding to vote for him is 
bribed and should break rocks at Fol- 
som

DIBBLE’S FINE RETORT. | 

Burnett lost the thread of his dis- 
course and stopped abruptly, and then 
came a retort that is pronounced by 
those who heard it to. be one of the fin- 
est short speeches heard in the assem- 
bly for years. Dibble replied to Popu- 
list Burnett by telling the Biblical story 
of the Divine Master and his reply to 
the Pharisees when they brought to 
Him a woman taken in adultery. Dib- 
ble’s manner was impressive, his speech 
was slow and his voice was full and 
round. 

“IT have often wondered,” he said in 
his speech, “whether there is any dif- 
ference between a religious or a politi- 
cal Pharisee.”’ 

“None at  all,’”” shouted Burnett. 
Then Dibble went on to tell the answer 
of Christ to’ the Pharisees: ‘Let him 
who is without sin among you cast the 
first stone,”” and the Pharisees turned 
and slowly, ofe by one, passed out of 
the Assembly chamber—I beg your par- 
don, out of the temple.’”” The applica- 
tion was so pointed and the story so 
well told that the effect was electircal. 
There was a roar of laughter at Bur- 
nett’s expense and prolonged appaluse 
for Dibble’s eloquence. 

The speaker went on to. say that 
Wright, in being deposed, had been 
punished enough, and the proposition 
to punish him further was but the 
voice of a political pharisee. Another 
hearty round of applause greeted the 
close of the speech, and the ballot on 
the resolution to expel Wright brought 
out but ten ayes, those voting in favor 
of it being Assemblymen Boone, Brooke, 
Burnett, Fairwether, Feliz, Glenn, 
Mack, Sanford Wardell, and White, all 
Democrats. Sixty Republicans and 
Democrats voted against it. 

The Senatorial session closed with 
the denunciation by Johnson of a state- 
ment in the Call that he, as chairman 
of the Judiciary Committee, had been 
blocking certain enembers’ bills. Gowan 
and others also declared the story 
false, and Johnson added another tally 
to the long score he has charged up to 
the newspapers. 

The Senatorial contest remains as 
heretofore. The Grant men claim that 
if Burns had more than 26 votes he 
would have given an indication of it 
at today’s caucus.

ASSEMBLY REORGANIZATION, 


Proceedings Relating to the 
Changes—Wright’s Resignation. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 30.—Speaker 
Wright has tendered his resignation 
as Speaker of the Assembly of the 
thirty-third ‘session of the Legislature 
of California, the resignation has been 
accepted, and Alden Anderson elected 
to fill the vacancy. The thirty-fourth 
ballot has been taken to elect a United 

States Senator, to succeed Stephen M. 

White, and shows that the deadlock 

continues the same as it was at the 

beginning and ending of last week. 
When the Assembly was called to 
order this morning there was scarcely 

a quorum present. There were enough 

members there, however, to receive the 

resignation of Speaker Wright, which 
was presented. Dibble of San Francisco 

moved that the resignation be made a 

special order for this afternoon, which 

motion carried. The resignation was 
read, as follows: - 
WRIGHT'S RESIGNATION, 
“SACRAMENTO (Cal.,) Jan. 30, 1899. 
“To the Assembly, Thirty-third ses- 
sion, California Legislature, and to the 

Sacretary of State—Gentlemen: In view 

of the circumstances attending the re- 

cent investigation and the report of 
the select committee, now familiar to 
the Assembly, I deem it due to myself 


and to the Assembly to present this 
communication. 

“I feel that in many respects the find- 
ing and conclusions of the committee 
are unjust and unwarranted by the 
evidence. It cannot be asserted that 
I ever denied to any one a single fact 
substantiated by the testimony. It is 
due to me to say that I freely and 
frankly stated all of the facts that are 
a by the committee to be censur- 
able. 

“It is not pretended by any one nor 
do I admit for a moment that I have 
been guilty of any crime. I, there- 
fore, repeat that I feel that the com- 
mittee has done mea grave injustice. 

“Nevertheless. as shown by the re- 
port of the committee, it appears that 
some members of the Assembly suggest 
that I ought not to continue to pre- 
side as Speaker, I do not wish to do so 
for that reason. 

“Therefore, thanking the members 
for their kindness and courtesy in the 
past, I now tender my resignation as 
Speaker, and ask that it be accepted at 
once, 

[Signed] “HOWARD E. WRIGHT.” 

The Assembly then busied itself with 
the second reading of bilis until the 
noon hour, when the thirty-fourth bal- 
lot for United States Senator was 
taken. The ballot resulted the same 
as all those that were taken last week, 
the deadlock continuing. The vote to- 
day was as follows: 

Barnes 10, Estee 1, Bulla 13, Burns 
25, Felton 1, Grant 27, Seott °, De 
Vries 1, Rosenfeld 2, Bard 2, White 27. 

During the noon hour the members 
of the majority of the Assembly con- 
cussed on the question of selecting a 
Speaker to succeed Mr. Wright. Their 
meeting was an exciting affair. Two 
candidates were advanced for the posi- 
tion, and on the first ballot the vote 
resulted in a tie. On the second ballot 
Belshaw of Contra Costa received 26 
votes, and Alden Anderson, Spcaker 
pro tem., 28. Anderson was declared 
the choice of the caucus. F. E. Dun- 
lap Was unanimously chosen to suc- 
ceed Anderson as Speaker pro tem. 

ANDERSON ELECTED. 

At 2 o'clock the Assembly was called 
to order and Dibble introduced a reso- 
lution accepting the resignation of 
Speaker Wright. The resolution was 
adopted without question or debate, 
and Anderson elected to the Speaker- 
ship as had been agreed in the party 
caucus. Mead of Los Angeles re- 
ceived the complimentary vote of the 
minority. Dunlap was elected speaker 
pro tem., the complimentary vote going 
to Glenn of Colusa. The oath of office 
was administered by Judge J. W. 
Hughes of this city. 

Chairman Anderson, after these pro- 
ceedings, announced that the hour had 
arrived for the examination of Milton 
J. Green, charged with contempt of the 
Assembly. <A certificate was read from 
Dr. F. W. Hatch setting forth that 
Green is still to ill to appear, but will 
probably be able to get out by Friday. 
The grilling of Green was accordingly 
made a special orcer for Friday after- 
noon at 2:30 o'clock. 

COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 

The Green matter having been dis- 
posed of, Dibble introduced a resolution 
accepting the report of the special 
Committee of Investigation and dis- 
charging the committee, except it be 
allowed to continue for the purpose of 
examining Milton J. Green. The reso- 
lution was the subject of numerous 
amendments, the majority being hope- 
lessly divided for a time on the ques- 
tion, many of the Republican members 
being unqualifiedly in favor of continu- 
ing the committee until every rumor of 
scandal had been run to earth, many 
being opposed to allowing the commit- 
tee to remain longer in existence. The 
Democrats were, in the main, favorable 
to further investigation. 

The introduction by Burnett (Dem.) 
of a substitute to the Dibble resolu- 
tion had the effect of solidifying the 
majority on the question, as Burnett's 
resolution had the tendency to take 
the matter into the realm of politics. 
The Burnett resolution read as follows: 

“Resolved, that the report of the 
special Investigating Committee be, 
and it is hereby adopted; and be it 
further 

“Resolved, that the special Investi- 
gating Commitee be instructed to in- 
vestigate and report what other mem- 
bers, if any, of the Assembly accepted 
financial aid during the last campaign 
from any Senatorial candidate and 
whether such financial aid was ac- 
cepted with the express or implied un- 
derstanding that their votes for Sena- 
tor were thereby pledged to the candi- 
date furnishing such financial aid.‘ 

The substitute*was voted down-by a 
vote of 40 to 31. 

REMARKABLE SPEECH. 

By this time the Assembly had got- 
ten back to the original resolution, in- 
troduced by Dibble. Dibble in defense 
of his resolution made one of the most 
remarkable speeches of the session. 
He charged that since 1880 there has 
been no year in which a United States 
Senator was tobe elected that the leg- 
islative fight has not been assisted by 
candidates for the United States Sen- 
ate. He charged that money has been 
spent in every county and the politics 
of the State debauched. 

He called attention to his bill making 
it a felony for any candidate for the 
United States Senate to advance money 
to legislative nominees, and making 
legislative nominees who accept such 
money also guilty of felony; and stated 
that he hoped that the experience of 
this session would show the members 
the necessity of voting for his bill. 
Reviewing the political history of the 
State since 1880, he showed how each 
candidate for the Senate had expended 
money, and wound up with the Per- 
kins fight of 1897. Perkins, through the 
same Green who had handled Grant's 
money, had, in that year, spent thou- 
sands of dollars in the aid of candi- 
dates for the Legislature, the speaker 
said. 

The speech created quite a sensation. 

Dibble’s resolution was voted upon, 
and adopted. 

An attempt was made, after the adop- 
tion of the resolution, to adjourn, but 
it failed. Burnett introduced the fol- 
lowing resolution, expelling Wright 
from the House: 

“Resolved, by the Assembly of the 
State of California, two-thirds of all 
the members elected to the same con- 
curring, that Howard E. Wright, a 
member of the Assembly representing 
the Fifty-first Assembly District of the 


“State of California therein, be and he is 


hereby expelled and his seat in said 
Assembly is hereby declared vacant.” 
A motion that the resolution be made 
a special order for tomorrow morning 
did not’ prevail. The resolution called 
forth an exciting speech from Dibble 
in defense of Wright, and. a second 
from Burnett condemning him. When 
“ut to a vote the resolution was lost, 
but ten members voting for it. The 
ten were: Boone, Brooke, Burnett. 
Fairweather. Feliz, Glenn, Mack, San- 
ford, Wardell and White. 
This action concluded the proceed 
ings attending the investigation, so 
far as Speaker Wright is concerned.

Resolutions of Respect to the Mem- 
ory of Senator Boges.

SACRAMENTO, Jari. 30.—When the 


name of Senator Boggs was reached on } 


the Senate roll this morning Senator 


Langford arose and announced the 
death of the absent Senator. On mo- 
tion Senators Dickinson, Sims and 


Davis were appointed as a committee 
of three to draw up proper resolutions 
of respect to the memory of the dead 
Senator. A resolution requesting the 
Assembly to take the same-acti6n was 
debated, TRe Senate adjourned at noon 
out of respect to the memory of the. 
late member. ° 

The Assembly committee was 


pointed by Speaker Anderson late this 
afternoonand consists of Belshaw, Cam- 
inetti.and Kelsey. The following set 
of resolutions has been’ prepared and 
will be presented in both houses to- 
morrow: 

“Resolved, by the Senate of the State 
of California that the annduncement of 
the death of Hon. John Boggs, late 
State Senator of California, has ben 
received by this body with profound 
sorrow and regret. That in his death 
the State of California has lost a dis- 
tinguished Senator and .a_ diligent, 
patriotic and faithful public se-vant, 
whose unstained integrity, exalted in- 
telligence, steadfast devotion and un- 
swerving loyalty to her interests have 
rendered his name a household word 
and have earned for him a warm place 
in the heart of every true Californian; 
that the Senate deeply sympathizes 
with the bereaved family in the loss 
of a true and affectionate husband and 
a kind and indulgent father: that the 
president of the Senate appoint a com- 
mittee of five to attend the funeral, of 
which committee it is the sense of the 
Senate that he be a member: that as 
an additional mark of respect, when 
the Senate adjourns today it do so out 
of respect to the memory of the de- 
ceased; that the president of the Sen- 
ate is directed to transmit to the fam- 
ily of ‘the deceased a copy of these 
resolutions.” 

The Assembly adjourned this even- 
ing out-of respect to the dead Senator's 
memory. 

JOHNSON’S DENIAL. 

This afternoon Assemblyman John- 
son of Sacramento tock the floor as 4 
matter of personal privilege. He read 
from a San Francisco paper of recent 
date an article charging that he (John- 
son) had used improper mears to in- 
fluence the votes of Messrs. Radcliff. 
Cowan and McDonald of Alameda on 
the Works Anti-Cartoon Bill. The As- 
semblyman from Sacramento insisted 
that the charge was unqualifiedly false, 
and that the man who wrote it knew it 
to be false when he penned it. Cowan. 
Radcliff and McDonald took the floor 
and stated that Mr. Johnson had in no 
way attempted to influence their votes.

In the Assembly but one bill was. 

It was introduced by Boone, 
and is intended to add a new section 
to the Penal Code of the State relating 
to the protection of game. 


DANGER FROM AMERICA. 


Germany Fears the Sugar Trust’s 
Progress in California. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
BERLIN, Janu. 30.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] . Durin the discussion of the 
fn the lower House of 


} the Prussian Diet today, Baron Efrffa, 


referring to the opinion of the Secretary 
of the Imperial Treasury, Baron von 
Thielmann, that there is no danger to 
German sugar industry from America 
in the near future, said the manufac- 
turers of Saxony took a quite different 
view from those who pooh-poohed the 
danger and underrated the colossal 
financial resources and enterprise of 
‘The American Sugar Trust,’’ which, in 
California, was making great progress 
in sugar production. The only thing to 
help German manufacturers, in the 
opinion of the speaker, was to lighten 
the excise duty on sugar and thus pro- 
mote home consumption. 

Baron von Hammerstein-Lexlen, the 
Minister of Agriculture, in reply, said 
he fully agreed with the statement that 
the serious danger existed from Amer- 
ica. Moreover, he remarked, the export 
of sugar from Cuba would greatly in- 
crease during the next few years, now 
that energetic and intelligent American 
capitalists had taken the matter in 
hand. 

The danger arising from the produc- 
tion of beet sugar in America, he fur- 
ther said, was. continually increasing 
and it was true that the export of Ger- 
man sugar to America was 2,400,000 
double hundred weight below the ex- 
ports of Great Britain. Nevertheless 
it constituted a considerable portion of 
the production, and the only remedy 
was an increase of the home consump- 
tion. It had already been found that 
the use of sugar in the army increased 
the marching capabilities of the sol- 
diers. It was also excellent in fatten- 
ing pigs. 


EMPEROR’S SUCCESSOR. 


Dowager Empress of China Said’ to 
Have Sclected One, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

PEKING, Jan. 30.—{By Asiatic Ca- 
ble.] The Chinese here say the Dowager 
Empress has decided upon a policy re- 
garding the successor to the throne. It 
is detailed that at a meeting of her 
relatives, recently held, she selected the 
successor of the present Emperor, but 
the identity of the person so selected is 
not divulged. All reports, however, 
agree that a change at the palace is im- 
pending. 

The Emperor is still strictly guarded 
in the southwest corner of the island 
palace. The drawbridge connecting the 
island with shore is drawn up at night 
and every morning the ice around the 
island is broken in order to prevent 
unauthorized persons from approaching 
it. 

It is asserted that the Dowager Em- 
press now practically ignores’ the 
yrand Council of State and the Tsung 
Li Yamen, or Chinese Foreign Office. 


Fought to the Death. 


LOUISVILLE (Ky.,) Jan. 30.—A spe- 
cial from La Grange, Ky., says: ‘‘Whit- 
taker Manns and Howard Harlan, 
farmers, fought a duel with knives in 
a blacksmith shop at Ballardsville, Ky., 
today, to settle a quarrel which grew 
out of the sale of some tobacco. The 
men fought until exhausted, then 
rested awhile and resumed the combat, 
which resulted in Manns being so badly 
wounded that he died, while Harlan is 
thought to be fatally hurt. They lived 
on adjoining farms and -were both men 
of family with the reputations of be- 
ing peaceable residents.”’

Speaker Whose tUtterances Have

Winslow Reed, pastor of the Broad- 
way Temple, and at different times 
pastor of the Olivet Congregational 
Church, Milwaukee; the First Presby- 
terian Church of Indianapolis, and 
other churches in the East and South, 
died at St. Josepvh’s Hospital in this 
city at 4:55 a. m. today after a pro- 
tracted illness, due to a general beark- 
ing down of the system.

He has been sinking slowly for two 
days. He was unconscious at the end 
and death came without pain. 
MYRON WINSLOW REED. 

Myron Winslow Reed was born in 
the little town of Brookfield, Vt., July 
24, 1836. His father was a minister. 
Myron was educated, as he used to 
say, in the district school, in the 
St. Lawrence Academy at Potsdam, 
N. Y., and in the army. On the 
breaking out of the war he enlisted 
in the Highteenth Michigan Infantry, 
and was appointed chaplain of the 
regiment. Two months later he re- 
signed that place to accept the cap- 
taincy of one of the companies, hav- 
ing been elected by the men in the 
company. 

His services were rewarded by the 
confidence of his superior officers, and 
when mustered out he was serving 
as Gen. Thomas's chief of scouts. At 
the close of the war Mr. Reed en- 
tered the Chicago School of Theology, 
graduating from that institution in 
1868. His first yastorate was in a 
small town in Michigan, but he soon 
afterward accepted the pulpit of a 
nonsectarian church in New Orleans, 
where he remained nearly four years. 
Here he met Miss Louise Lyon, who 
had gone South-to teach the colored 
people. She was a member of Mr. 
Reeds’ choir. They were married 
at Clifton, Ill, in 1870. In 1873 he 
became pastor of Olivet Congrega- 
tional Church, Milwaukee, remaining 
there four years. This was fol- 
lowed by seven years as pastor of 
the First Presbyterian Church of In- 
dianapolis, of which ex-President 
Harrison was a member. In 1883 
Mr. Reed became pastor of the First 
Congregational Church of Denver, the 
wealthiest church in the city. Here 
he preached for eleven years, winning 
a national reputation by .the_ force- 
fulness of his utterances. 

After his resignation from the pulpit 
the Broadway Temple Association was 
organized for him, and from the 
day of his first sermon, February 3, | 
1895, till he was taken with his fatal 
illness, six weeks ago, the capacity of 
the Broadway Theater, the largest in 
the city, has been taxed “by his con- 
gregations nearly every Sunday morn- 
ing. Mr. Reed’s hearers embraced 
many creeds, and all walks of life. 

Mr. Reed has always beeen promi- 
nent in the politics of this State. In 
1886 he was nominated for Congress 
by the Democrats, and though the 
normal Republican majority was 
from 6000 to 10,000, he was defeated 
by only 800. In 1892° Mr. Reed es- 
poused the cause of the People’s 
party and was again tendered a nomi- 
nation for Congress. He declined it 
and Lafe Pence, to whom the nomina- 
tion was then given, was elected by 
a large majority. 

Mr. Reed leaves a widow, two sons 
and a daughter. The oldest son, 
Paul L., is a civil engineer, residing 
in Antwerp, Belgium. The younger, 
Ralph W.. is an attorney in this city. 
The daughter, Mrs. Leslie O. Carter, 
resides here. 


ANOTHER ALASKAN ROAD. 


Subsidy Asked of Congress for Rail- 
way and Telegraph Line. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Jan. 30.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Washington says: 

“Several Iowa men have asked Con- 
gress to grant a subsidy of $16,000 a 
mile for a railway and telegraph line 
to the Klondike. Representative Cur- 
tis of Iowa, introduced a bill in the 
House Saturday to carry out the wishes 
of the syndicate, which is composed of 
Charles C. Gilman of Marshalltown, 
Iowa; John M. Riley of Washington, 
D. C.; John G. Ratcliffe of Waukeen, 
Iowa, and Albert W. Hersford, Thomas 
J. Hassett, William Quigley, Marshall 
M. Walker and Martin M. Moore of 
Dubuque. 

“These men have organized the Cop- 
per River and Yukon Railroad Com-. 
pany, and they ask Congress to grant 
thesn rights to incorporate for fifty 
years, to give them right-of-way for a 
railroad and telegraph line from Valdes 
Inlet, Alaska, over this route east and 
northeast through the pass and along 
the mountains, north and east to the 
Copper River bottoms, and thence up 
the west bank of the river to the Sla- 
hana River and Mantasta Lake: thence 
through Mantasta Pass and east to the 
Little Tokio River, and thence down 
‘the left branch and up the right, and 
thence southwest to and up Copper 
Creek as far as the copper mines ex- 
tend. It is provided that a branch line 
shall be built from some point. east of 
Mantasta Pass down some stream to 
the Yukon River or the Canadian 
boundary. 

“This company is to be capitalized at 
$50,000,000. It is to have the right to 
bond and mortgage the line at not to 
exceed $30,000 per mile, but this mort- 
gage is to be subsequent to the claim 
of the United States for the $16,000 per 
mile advanced by the government. 

“Provision is made for the appoint- 
ment by the President of inspectors, 
who shall witness the construction of 
the line and report~-each ten miles 
built, and upon receiving the inspec- 
tor’s certificate, the government shall 
issue thirty year 3 per cent. bonds, 
which shall be pro facto a first mort- 
gage on the railway and all its appur- 
tenances. The measure requires that 
the road shall be built at the rate of 
forty miles a year, and its construction 
is to be under the immediate super- 
vision of the Secretary of the Interior.’ 


Just a Little Late. 


OMAHA (Neb.,) Jan. 30.—The North- 
western’s fast train arrived eleven min- 
utes late this morning on its_ initial 
run. The train kept on schedule time 
until Logan, Iowa, was reached, when 
it ran into an intensely cold wind, and 
the engine was unable to generate 
enough steam to keep up the pace. 
The other Chicago-Omaha trains were 
also late from twenty minutes to one 
hour, the Rock Island’s fast train be- 
ing twenty minutes behind schedule 
time, due to the same causes which de- 
layed the Northwestern.

COUNTY HOSPITAL NOTES. 


Sloper’s Condition Mar- 
tines and Bleir Recovering. 

A. F. Sloper, who received a frac- 
ture of the skull while moving a house 
on Thursday, January 26, is still lying 
in a critical condition at the County 
Hospital. When the accident occurred 
he was hastily removed to the Receiv- 
ing Hospital, where Dr. Ralph Hagan 
expressed the opinion that his injuries 
were fatal, but said that an operation 
might save his life.

Philip Bleir’s two stumps where his 
legs used to be are healing rapidly. and 
Philip is full of life and hope. About 
2:30 o'clock January 4 he was put off a 
Southern Pacific train at Rosamond 
by the conductor. He stepped in front 
of a train going in the opposite direc- 
tion and was run over. Both his legs 
were crushed and his kead was con- 
siderably bruised. He lay there until 
daylight, when he was found and sent 
to the County Hospital in this city. 
Upon his arrival it was not thought 
that he could live, and in order not to 
prolong the operation, Dr. D. C. Barber 
and Dr. R. G. Taylor each amputated 
a leg, one limb being taken off above 
the knee and the other below.

According to the Salt Lake Tribune 
the Southern Pacific is trying to chase 
the Utah and Pacific road out of the 
old Union Pacific grade, 125 miles in 
extent. and worth $5,000,000. If the Salt

When John H. Long and his corps 
of surveyers set out over the desert 
some months ago with all the secrecy 
of movement which charactedizes a 
burglar, the railroad world wondered 
What sort of game the astute Hunting- 
ton was going to play. 

Time passed, and two weeks ago 
H. E. Huntington left San Francisco 
with the plans of this surveying party 


covering all the ground from Salt Lake 
to the Mojave desert in his pockets. 
The question was as to which trick 
was to be tried, whether to represent 
the line as not feasible, because of 
high cost. or to threaten to parallel 
it. and thus frighten off buyers of 
Utah and Pacific bonds.

GRANT’S SERVICE TO THE STATE. 

There is one supreme fact in con- 
nection with the Senatorial candidacy 
of U. S. Grant, which must not be 
Jost sight of, though his enemies 
would fain have it ignored. This is 
the fact that he stands, single-handed 
and alone, as the one candidate to 
whom the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company and its mercenary gang of 
freebooters are bitterly opposed. All 
the forces of that unscrupulous cor- 
poration are arrayed against him. It 


has been clearly shown that the rail-— 


road—which, its agents claim, is “‘not 
in politics’—is ready to bribe legis- 
lators, or anybody who has influence, 
with favors, present or prospective, 
and to use coercion where it has the 
power, in order to secure votes for its 
candidates. 

But the railroad has no use for Mr. 
Grant, because its managers know 
that he cannot be used to further its 
purposes in any manner. He stands 
forth in this fight, clearly, distinctly, - 
avowedly, and unmistakably, as the 
only candidate who has won the bit- 
ter, determined, and uncompromising 
opposition of the Southern Pacific po- 
litical machine. Other candidates 
have made and are making some pre- 
tense of opposition to the _ railroad.

Even the biased report of the Leg- 
islative Investigating Committee fixes 
no specific wrong upon Mr. Grant. His 
only chance of success in his aspira- 
tions against the Southern Pacific, was 
to perform such service to the party, 
through aiding in the election of the 
Republican ticket, that the Legislature 
could not reasonably ignore him if the 
majority were composed of fair men 
and loyal Republicans Mr. Grant 
traveled through the State during the 
campaign, became acquainted with the 
people, and publicly announced hit- 
self as a candidate for the Senator-ship. 
He had the prestige of a great name, 
which is an element of strength, and 
is, to a certain extent, a guaranty of 
integrity.

How was it with Dan Burns? Did 
he come out into the open, and frankly 
announce his candidacy? Not to any 
appreciable extent. He hid behind 
the arras of secrecy until January 2, 
when he summoned courage to come 
forth as a candidate. Had it been 
known, in advance of the election, that 
Dan Burns would present himself to 
the Legislature as a candidate for 
United States Senator, the election 
of a Republican Legislature would 
have been impossible. 

Mr. Grant, by his liberal contribu- 
tions to the campaign fund, in doubt- 
ful districts, rendered possible the elec- 
tion of a Republican majority to the.

The departure for New York of Mrs. 
Jane Stanford, the widow of the 
former president of the Southern Pa- 
cific system, has created a deal of 
gossip in railway circles and has_ set 
evérybody to talking. It is said her 
eastward-bound journey is for the 
purpose of selling to the English stock- 
holders of the Central Pacific road, a 
sufficient amount of her stock in that 
corporation to give its control into 
their hands and enable them to “down’”’ 
Mr. Huntington in the most satisfac- 
tory manner. It has long ‘been an 
open secret that she has been 
much displeased with the actions of 
the elder Huntington, and still more 
so with “the nephew of his uncle,” 
who rules things with an iron rod 
during the absence of the venerable 
Uncle Collis. This culminated not long 
since in a disturbance over the elec- 
tion of directors for the Central Pa- 
cific. Mrs. Stanford’s representative 
had failed to attend the meeting and 
there was a vacancy created by the 
death of A. L. Tubbs. Knowing that 
Mr. Stanford and Irving M. Scott had 
been very friendly during the former’s 
lifetime and that Mr. Stanford had 
made the latter a regent of his uni- 
versity, the Huntington side of the 
warring houses put up Scott as the 
most eligible man in sight, thinking 
it would be most acceptable to Mrs. 
Stanford. 

It had just the contrary effect. Mrs. 
Stanford was simply indignant, al- 
though she might have stopped long 
enough to reflect: that the selection of 
Mr. Scott, if absolutely distasteful to 
her, was largely the outgrowth of 
her own neglect. But she did not look 
at itin that way. Mrs. Stanford 
thought she ought to have been con- 
sulted in the matter and perhaps 
rightly, for it would only have cost 
a delay of five minutes to send her a 
message by telephone and let her in- 
dicate her preference in the matter. 

It seems. that Mrs. Stanford took a 
different view of the case from what 
would have occurred to most people. 
She said Mr. Scott had always been

The Senatorial Investigation. 


{San Francisco Chronicle:] The Leg- 
islative Comenittee, whose members 
have been devoting themselves to a 
study of the methods of making a 
United States Senator, have rendered 
their report, and it is a remarkable 
document. Its chief feature is the 
tender consideration shown for Burns 
and Herrin and lack of feeling for their 
instruments. For instance, the com- 
mittee finds that Speaker Wright re- 
ceived $900 for the expenses of his 
campaign from Milton J. Green, and 
that he borrowed $750 from Mr. Grant, 
but could not discover that there was 
any promise, express or implied, on the 
part of Wright to vote for Grant. It 
also ascertained that the mendacious 
Wright secured the support of the Call 
for the Speakership by telling deliber- 
ate lies, and that he fooled Bulla’s fol- 
lowers by promising to vote for that 
gentlemen for Senator. At the same 
time he was standing in with Burns, 
and getting mileage tickets from Her- 
rin, which he paid for—Oh, certainly!— 
on receipt. After depicting the Speaker 
as a confidence operator of the rankest 
brand the committee declared his ac- 
tions to be reprehensible, and left his 
punish-nent to be decided by the As- 
sembly. 

Mr. Jilson was also hauled over the 
coals and his actions were likewise 
pronounced reprehensible. So, too, were 
those of Dan Cole and numerous other 
persons. - Nowhere, however, is there a 
hint of the causes which led Wright 
and Jilson to go into the Burns camp. 
The community generally had formed 
an opinion regarding the inducements 
offered by Burns to Wright which 
caused him to play the role of a con- 
summate liar, but the com-mittee was 
not so discerning. While every one in 
California believes that Burns has a 
mortgage on the Speaker and is re- 
sponsible for his crawlings and twist- 
ings, the committee hesitated to con- 
nect the ex-Secretary of State with 
his flip-flap; on the contrary, it coolly 
Says that the evidence did not show 
any irregularities on the part of the 
man from Mexico. Perhaps it did not. 
but that was because precious good 
care was taken to remain in ignorance 
of this point. 

The impotent conclusion reached by 
the com-nitte will make it a laughing 
stock. It says that the practice of 
helping men to win their seats in the 
Legislature is a reprehensible one, and 
should be abated, but it is mum on 
the subject of purchasing legislators 
after they are elected. That seems to 
be the game of the Southern Pacific 
candidate, who could not expect to win 
in any other manner, but there is no 
attempt to deprecate or hinder it. If 
the committee had been in earnest it 
would have devoted itself to this phase 
of the affair, and would not have ex- 
pended all its energies in the endeavor 
to show that Grant did all in his power 
to promote the election of a Legislature 
of his way of thinking, a practice which 
has been in vogue ever since men have 
had Senatorial aspirations in Califor- 
nia. \ ‘

DESTRUCTIVE FIRE. 


Three 
Thousand-dollar Blaze at Chicago. 
[A. P. BARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, Jan. 30.—The mahogany 
lumber yards of J. C. Rayner, Morgan 


and Fulton streets, and the bex fac-, 


tory owned by E. C. Austin burned 
today, causing a loss of $325,000. The 
fire was discovered in the lumber yards 
by the watchman. Fanned by a strong 
wind, the large building of well-sea- 
soned and valuable lumber was all 
ablaze before the arrival of the first 
engines of the fire department. 

The fire spread from the lumber yards 
to the boarding-house owned by Mrs. 
Smith. The house was destroyed, and 
the twenty-five lodgers were driven 
into the street, with the temperature 
at zero, in their night clothes. Tem 
of the firemen were on the roof of 
Austin’s box factory when it caught 
fire. The flames broke through the roof 
beneath their feet and they were forced 
to jump to the ground. All of them es- 
caped without any serious injury. A 
few minutes later the roof fell in. The 
box factory was totally destroyed. 

Frank Meyer, a watchman in the 
Cramer building, was severely injured 
in jumping from the second story of 
the building. The stock of the lumber 
yard, which its a block long and a half 
block wide, was valued at about $300,- 
000, and is the most extensive loss. 


The West the Seat of Power. 


[Chicago Times-Herald:] In discus- 
sing the development of the imperialis- 
tic sentiment in the United States the 
London Times says that it has grown 
most rapidly in the Western States— 
“the quarter to which the world must 
look for the center of American power 
in the near future.” This is not am 
isolated opinion, but, as the cable dis- 
patches relate, is common to Birtish 
student of American affairs, who recog- 
nize the power and the expansive 
spirit of the West without being able 
able to explain why people so far re- 
moved from the seaboard should be 
so anxious to acquire naval dominion. 

There is no mystery, however about 
the ambition or about the strength that 
is back of it. The West is now the 
great governing factor in the nation’s 
politics by force of numbers, ard its 


influence is increasing every year be-<» 


cause it is still the growing part of 
the country. Therefore what it wants 
in Washington it is likely to get, and 
it wants naval dominion, fcr the very 
simple reason that naval dominion will 
facilitate trade. 

Though the West is inland it is con- 
constantly looking outward, because it 
is a tremendous producer of exports. 
And as its vast resources are further 
developed the diversity in its exports 
which has begun already, will in- 
crease and compel a recourse to still 
wider and wider markets. It is natural, 
therefore, that the West should lvok 
forward eagerly to a time when 
American commercial supremacy shall 
be fortified by maritime supremacy 
and when the American flag will al- 
ways be supported by adequate force 
wherever it may wave.

DAM THE SAN GABRIEL. 


AN INTELLIGENT FARMER WHO 
FAVORS THAT ENTERPRISE. 


He Expresses the Opinion That the 
Proposition is Feasible and That 
the Result Will Be of Untold 
Benefit to Los Angeles County. 


The subject of irrigation is one to 
which The Times has devoted a great 
amount of space in the past, for it is 
of paramount importance in a country 
Where the rainy season is short, and 
the supply of water is not always equal 
to the demand. Upon the subject of 
the impounding of the waters of the 
San Gabriel River a correspondent 
writes as follows: 


To the Editor of The Times: In The 
Times of the 28th you remark that 
“the Board of Supervisors has passed 
resolutions calling upon the Legisla- 
ture to request the Federal government 
to impound the waters of the San 
Gabriel River. Is it certain that the 
water can be impounded?” In answer 
to this query I would say that about 
twenty-five years ago Col. Hamilton 
Hall. State engineer, surveyed the 
watershed of this river and recom- 
mended “impounding its waters with 
escape channels for overfiows.”’ It was 
said that reservoir sites were duly se- 
lected. Our then legislative delegation, 
also Gov. Stoneman, took .a most 
favorable interest in this movement for 
the benefit of irrigators, and to save 
destruction of the lowlands. by fresh- 
ets. But the Legislature abolished the 
office of State engineer, and Col. Hall’s 
gz00d work, which had cost thousands 
of dollars, became valueless. In the 
succeeding years the farmers on the 
banks of the river have lost in the 
destruction of land during freshets hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars, ahd 
several lives have been lost. The Su- 
pervisors—the prospect of State aid 
having ceased—have expended large 
sums to prevent future damage, to no 
purpose, The work is beyond local 
ability. 

In old times the planters in the 
Mississippi Valley were subject to the 
same troubles freshet overflows 
and were helpless to prevent them. To 
relieve them, the United States gov- 
ernment, over fifty years ago, assumed 
the care of the Mississippi River and 
its banks. Some $50,000,000 has been ex- 
pended by the general government for 
the protection of such planterse Now, 
as our farmers on the lowlands of the 
San Gabriel River are in the same posi- 
tion as were these planters, why can- 
not the general government help us? 
But the first thing is to find out if 
damming and reservoirs are possible. To 


ascertain this the general government 


would have to survey the ground by 
its own engineers. If the report be 
favorable, it may proceed; otherwise, 
it would be dropped. Last year the 
Federal government surveyed the 
watersheds of two States, at an ex- 
pense of about $5000, with the object of 
impounding waters, so as to increase 
irrigation facilities, and to protect the 
lowlands from freshets. There is no 
reason why California should not be 
equally favored. 

Should the engineer’s report be 
favorable and the general government 
act in the premises, it will not cost 
this State or community anything, and 
it would first bring into it perhaps 
millions for construction. Secondly, it 
would for all time save the lowlands 
from destruction, and immensely in- 
crease the irrigation supply; likewise 
the area irrigated, the population and 
the value of land. 

A citizens’ petition to Congress was 
prepared on lines suggested by Col, 
Chittenden, United States engineer, and 
meets with the approval of George H. 
Maxwell, representative of the Irriga- 
tion Congress, who is in Washington 
working hard to get through the ap- 
propriation for $60,000, which was rec- 
ommended by the Secretary.of Agri- 
culture for irrigation investigation. 

The resolution of the Board of Su- 
pervisors requesting action of our 
delegation to Sacramento may fur-} 
ther that petition, and it seems in- 
telligent, patriotic and commendable. 

The irrigation development of Los 
Angeles county is scarcely second in 
importance to the great San Pedro 
Harbor question. Its accomplishment 
will help all, and hurt none, and need 
not cost us one cent. ARM

Heavy Damages Sought for the 
Death of Horace Hiller at the 
Henne Buailding—Arthur Verde 
Wants a Divorce. 


The regular session of the City Coun- 
cil yesterday was the longest that has 
been held for months. From 10 a.m. the 
members put in nearly the entire re- 
maining portion of the day to the con- 
sideration of city business, much of it 
important, but most of it consisting 
of matters of detail that had accumu- 
lated during the past week. Perhaps 
the most important matter finally dis- 
posed of was that of the selection of 
the site of the Sixth Ward Park. By a 
vote of eight to one the Boettcher 
tract was formally accepted, in spite 
of the protests of a number of persons 
who were interested in other property. 

A split occurred in the Finance Com- 
mittee over a petition for the return to l- 
a saloon-keeper of $150 paid as saloon 
license during three months that his 
saloon was closed, owing to litiga- 
tion. Messrs. Baker and Pessell pre- 
sénted a majority report recommending 
that the rebate be granted, but Chair- 
man Toll filed a minority report and 
declared a brewing firm had paid the 
license for speculative purposes and 
now asked the city to maké good that 
speculation. The rebate was granted 
by a vote of six to three. 

The matter of securing better results 
from the hand sweeping of the streets 
was brought to the attention of the 
Council by a committee of the Mer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ Association, 
who demanded that some use be made 
of the iron boxes provided to receive 
the sweepings. The Council took no 
final action on the subject except to 
assure the committed that they would 
use every endeavor with the means at 
hand to keep the streets as clean as 
possible. 

Mayor Eaton in a message to the 
Council takes up the suggestion made 
in the report of the City Attorney 
which the Council would not receive a 
week ago. It is that for the protection 
of the parks from the encroachments 
of the oil industry, a fire district be es- 
tablished making the parks a center of 
it, and forbidding the use of combusti- 
ble materials within that limit. The 
matter was referred to the Board of 
Fire Commissioners. 

The new detention hospital is not to 
be placed on the site first suggested 
by the Board of Health. A protest 
against placing it there was submitted 
to the Council yesterday, referred to 
the Board of Health and by them placed 
on file. 

The City Engineer has submitted a 
plan for the disposal of the storm water 
on East Main street by the construc- 
tion of a system of box culverts. The 
work of constructing these culverts will 
be begun as soon as funds can be pro- 
vided for the expense. 

The Board of Health is considering 
a plan for the general vaccination of 
all persons free who desire their serv- 
ice: The plan has not been definitely 
settled as yet, but places will prob- 
ably be provided at various points 
throughout the city where all persons 
who desire tc be vaccinated can re- 
ceive that service without cost to them. 

As a committee of the whole the Coun- 
cil disposed of the Mayor’s first message 
yesterday, referring the several para- 
graphs to the various committees and 
public boards. 

New specifications for the collection 
of garbage were adopted yesterday and 
the advertisement for a new contraet 
under them crdered. They are almost 
identical with the present specifications. 

Joe Hunt*r was yesterday placed on 
his trial for being concerned in the 
murder of Worg Sing Hay, the Chinese 
laundryman. The trial promises to be’ 
a lengthy one, and if rumor is any- 
way nearly correct the perjuries of the 
Clark trial will be equaled and mayhap 
exceeded in the present trial, which is 
the twin case.

AN ALL-DAY SESSION. ~ 


GREAT VOLUME OF CITY BUSINESS 
BEFORE THE COUNCIL. 


Sixth Ward Park Site Chosen—Why 
an Saloon Rebate Was Opposed. 
Mayor’s Message Disposed Of. 
Free Vaccination Proposed. 


From 10 o'clock yesterday morning 
until after noon and from 2 o’clock un- 
til after 5 the City Council was kept 
busy Ronsidering the public business 
that had accumulated during the past 
week. It was the longest session that 
the new Council has held. There were 
a number of matters of more than or- 
dinary importance under consideration 
during the session, but these were no 
more numerous than at almost every 
session. The great length of the two 
sessions was due to the mass of routine 
business which came from the commit- 
tees. the heads ‘of departments and 
from the clerk’s office, where it had 
been filed. 

The financial reports upon the condi- 
tion of the city’s funds and the collec- 
tions of moneys by those departments 
which handle funds. were first taken 
up. <All of them were referred to the 
Finance Committee. 

CITY ATTORNEY'S REPORT. 

As instrucied by the Council last 
week the City Attorney presented an 
ordinance amending the salary ordi- 
nance so as to transfer the street- 
sweeping inspector from the health de- 
partment to the street department. The 
ordinance was adopted, but was after- 
ward reconsidered and returned to the 
City Attorney with instructions to in- 
clude init the inspector’ of street 
sprinkling. - 

The attorney also presented an ordi- 
nance for the final acceptance of the 
Boettcher tract as the site of the 
Sixth Ward park. As a request for a 
hearing had been made by a number 
of persons interested in this matter ac- 
tion on the ordinance was deferred un- 
til the afternoon session. The Council 
was officially notified of the termina- 
tion of the injunction in the case in- 
volving the proposed opening of Hoover 
street. The notice was sent to the 
Street Superintendent, who will pro- 
ceed with the sale of the property on 
which assessments have not been paid. 
The first ordinance wWetoed by Mayor 
Eaton was presented to the Council 
with a brief message giving the rea- 
sons for the veto. The ordinance was 
for the abandonment of a portion of a 
street. and in the text of the measure 
the street was not correctly described. 
The Mayor disapproved the ordinance 
in order to give the Council an oppor- 
tunity to make the necessary correc- 
tion. The defect was corrected, and 
the ordinance adopted. 


MAYOR'S OIL SUGGESTIONS. 


Although Mayor Eaton has signed the 
ordinance adopted at the meeting of 
the Council a week ago prohibiting the 
drilling and operating of oil wels 
/ within 1600 feet of certain parks, about 
which there was such a controversy, 
he has his own ideas as to how the oil 
business in the vicinity of parks should 
be regulated. He therefore sent the 
following message to the Council yes- 
terday in regard to the matter: 

‘““An ordinance was passed by your 
honorable body on the 23d inst., 


en-

‘*A previous attempt to prevent the 
invasion of the territory about West- 
lake and Sunset parks by the oil indus- 
try has proved ineffectual, when tested 
by legal proceedings. The question has 
been raised whether the ordinance 
passed by your honorable body at your 
last meeting is not also vpen to at- 
tack as invalid. Assuming, however, 
that the ordinance is valid, and believ- 
ing that if sustained by the tourts the 
ordinance will give the protection in- 
tended by your honorable body, I have 
signed it.

not represent any of the oil companies, 
but simply those who owned property 
which they believed to be worth more 
as Oil territory than as residence prop- 
erty. He wanted the Council to visit 
the place in a body, and declared that 
his clients would willingly defray all 
the expenses of such a trip. What he 
wanted was an ordinance that all 
could comscientiously assist in enforc- 
ing, and not an ordinance intended for 
the protection of one side only. No 
action was taken upon his invitation. 

Mr. Toll said that as the message 
from the Mayor had to do with the es- 
tablishment of a fire district, the Board 
of Fire Commissioners was the only 
body that could take cognizance of such 
a subject. He therefore moved that 
the message be referred to that com- 
mission. The motion was adopted. 

HARVEY CLAIM SETTLED. 

The City Attorney reported in re- 
lation to the claim against the city 
of Lucy J. Harvey that if there had 
ever been any just claim ft had lapsed 
now, and that no legal claim could 
now be made against the city. This 
matter, however, had been before the 
Finance Committee, and that body pre- 
sented the following self-explanatory 
report, which was adopted: 

“In the matter of the protest of Lucy 
J. Harvey, asking that the former 
action of. your honorably body in 
awarding the petitioner $100 damages 
done to her property by the change of 
grade in front of said premises and 
subsequent cutting dewn of the side- 


walk space and consequent destruction 
of sidewalk and stone wall already 
constructed, we recommend that the 


mer action be rescinded, be granted, 
and we will further recommend that 


the said Lucy J. Harvey be awarded 
$600 in full 


payment of ail damages 
to the property. These recommenda- 
tions are made by your committee 


with full knowledge of the fact that all 
legal claim of the petitioner is estopped 
by the statute of limitations, but the 
law provides that when the grade of 
a street is changed, the damage to 
property-owners shall be adjusted by 
three officers of the city government, 
and full restitution made for any dam- 
ages involved. This course does not 
seem to have been followed in the 
present case, and your committee feels 
that there is a very clear mora! obli- 
gation on the part of the city to con- 
tribute something toward the damages 
sustained by Mrs. Harvey.” 

Street Superintendent Drain reported 
that it would be necessary to make a 
number of extensive improvements in 
the public sewer at Santa Fé avenue 
and Third street, and asked for au- 
thority to do the work. The matter 
was referred to the Sewer Committee. 

WANT BETTER SWEEPING. 

The entire board of directors of the 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion appeared before the Council, and 
through Attorney C. C. Wright asked 
that something be done to insure a 
more thorovgh cleaning of the streets 
in the section of the city where hand 
Sweeping is being done. The principal 
complaint they had to make was that 
the sweepings were left in piles in the 
gutters instead of being placed in boxes 
which had been provided for the pur- 
pose. They also asserted that the 
Sweeping was not altogether satisfac- 
tory, because either the brooms were 
too coarse or the sweeping was not 
properly done. They desired that each 
of the hand sweepers be supplied with 
a shovel and be required to place the 
sweepings in the sheet-iron boxes which 
had been provided for the purpose. At- 
torney Wright stated that there was no 
complaint to be made about any of- 
ficial, but the merchants desired to 
have cleaner streets and merely sug- 
gested what they thought was the best 
Way to secure them. 

Street Superintendent Drain in re- 
ply to what had been said by the at- 
torney said the merchants did not un- 
derstand the situation. He went on to 
explain the system in use in different 
cities and showed that where hand 
sweeping of streets was most successful 
one man was placed on each block. 
Here there are two blocks to each 
sweeper, and Mr. Drain said it was im- 
possible to achieve the same results as 
if there were more men. The Council 
has not the money to employ a greater 
number of men, he said, and with the 
limited force at his command the men 
were doing all that could be done. He 
asserted that if the Cowncil insisted 
upon following the plan suggested by 
the association it would be necessary 
either to double the force of men or to 
cut the territory to half what it now 
is. The merchants, he said, are not 
paying for the work, and many of them 
are not even doing what they can to 
assist in the effort to* secure clean 
streets. Some of them, instead of try- 
ing to keep the street clean, habitually 
filled the boxes in front of their places 
with papers and other waste materials. 
He reminded the Councile of the diffi- 
culty caused by the water flowing in 
the gutters, and asked that an ordi- 
nance be adopted prohibiting the wash- 
ing of sidewalks along paved streets. 

Messrs. Toll and Silver took much the 
same view of the matter as did the 
Street Superintendent. The former 
said that the hand sweeping at present 
was largely an experiment and that the 
best had been done that the financial 
condition of affairs of the city would 
permit. President Silver said if the 
flow of water in the gutters could be 
stopped there would be better results. 
He said the merchants could help se- 
cure cleaner streets by simply acting 
in accord with the street department. 
He assured the members of the associa- 
tion that it was the intention of the 
Council to do all they could to accom- 
plish what the merchants desired. 

The appointment of Dr. Fox as as- 
sistant to Health Officer Powers was re- 
ported to the Council by the Board of 
Health. As the matter of his salary 
was, of course, left to the Council, the 
matter was referred to the Finance 
Committee. 

When the report of the Board of Pub- 
lic Works with reference to the peti- 
tion of the Horse Show Association and 
other horsemen for a speedway along 
New Main street was presented, Coun- 
cilman Pessell filed a petition from the 
people owning property along that 
street in which they ask that the peti- 
tion of the horsemen be granted. The 
reason for this recommendation was 
that the speeding of horses on any 
street is forbidden by ordinance. The 
petition of the property-owners states 
that the granting of the horsemen’s 
petition will attract to their street a 
class of people who would never g0 
there but for the speed trials and their 
presence will cause the enhancement 
of the value of their realty. The mat- 
ter was re-referred to the Board of 
Public Works. 

Earlier in the season on the’ rece-n- 
mendation of the Board of Public 
Works the contract for the improve- 
ment of Grand avenue between First 
and Court streets was awarded to M. 
A. Mansfield. Mr. Blanchard moved a 
reconsideration .of the ‘matter, and 
stated as his reason that the presence 
there of a tract of filled ground made 
it impossible to properly set the curb- 
ing on the street. He therefore moved 
that the bids for the work be rejected 
and the matter readvertised, the ad- 
vertisement to contain a notice of the 
existing conditions. The motion was 
adopted. 

On receenmendation of the Gas and 
Light Committee the Los Angeles Elec- 
tric Company was informed that it 
must furnish another bondsman in 
place of George H. Bonebrake. deceased, 
upon the bond furnished with the con- 
tract of the company to light the city. 

The same committee recommended 
that the Citv Electrician he directed 
to make a tally of the electric lights to 
be furnished under the contract of the

POTENT BREWERY INFLUENCE. 

The brewery interests of the city 
have for years been a potent factor in 
city politics, and although it is seldom 
that that influence is exerted openly 
whenever it is so exerted it. seldom 
fails of its purpose. The first time 
that the~present Council has-eeme in 
open contact with it was at yesterday’s 
meeting, or rather the result of that 
contact culminated at the meeting yes- 
terday, when there was a split in the 
Finance Committee which resulted in 
the filing of a majority and a minority 
report. The old Board of Police Com- 
missioners had recommended that a 
rebate of $150 be granted to D. J. Lewis 
on account of saloon license paid dur- 
ing the three months that his saloon 
was closed, the title to it being the 
subject of litigation. The recommenda- 
tion went to the Finance Committee, 
and that body held it up until yester- 
day, when the majority of the com- 
mittee, Messrs. Pessell and Baker, 
presented a report recommending that 
the rebate be granted, and that the 
City Clerk present a demand upon the 
salary fund for the amount. 

Chairman Toll of the Finance Com- 
nittee could not conscientiously ap- 
prove of the refunding of money which 
had been paid openly and for a consid- 
eration. He therefore presented the 
fcllowing minority report: 

“The undersigned member of your 
Finance Committee, being unable to 
unite with the majority in the commit- 
tee’s report in the matter of the rebate 
of $150 to D. J. Lewis, for saloon license 
paid during August, September and 
October, 1898, begs leave to submti this, 
his minority report. 

“The rebate is asked in the name of 
D. J. Lewis, while the real party in 
interest is Messrs. Maicr & Zobelein, 
who were his creditors or 
sponsors. Said D. J. Lewis becoming 
financially involved, the business was 
terminated by legal process. It at once 
hecame desirable to Messrs. Maier & 
Zobelein to keep the license alive, 
forming as it did, the basis of the busi- 
ness, in order that they might retain 
the real vital element of the business 
so as to realize a greater sum from its 
assets, as well as to protect them- 
selves in their leasehold of the building 
by the resumption of a saloon in the 
premises. 

The license was purchased and paid 
for, not with the idea of operating a 


Saloon immediately, for the business 


was closed and the owner's affairs in 
slow process of adjustment through in- 
solvency proceedings, but it was pur- 
chased with the sole intention of mak- 
ing it an assured. fact that a saloon 
business could resume in that location 
as soon as the law was done with its 
silent occupancy. As far as the legal 
termination of the old business is con- 
cerned, no license was necessary. The 
natural thing under such circumstances 
would be to cease paying for licenses 
just as one would stop the rent or any 
other item of former expense. 

“The only object in keeping the license 
alive was the desire to ultimately re- 
sume the saloon business at that loca- 
tion The fact that business dic so 
resume when the legal restrictions were 
removed is proof that the object for 
which the license was purchased was 
accomplished, and it alone remains for 
the profit and loss account of the in- 
terested parties to prove the wisdom 
of their investment. Rent was paid 
during the same period, yet no one for 
a moment expects the landlord tv 1e- 
bate this item. 

“With the full quota of saloon li- 

censes issued. as at present, the injus- 
tice of such a rebate lies in the arsist- 
ance the city authorities would render 
an interested party in holding a valua- 
ble privilege which others would gladly 
purchasere Thus would the authorities 
commit a double error, to-wit: Favor 
the individal as against the general 
public. and deprive the city of much- ) 
needed revenue. 
“There are cases in which license re- 
bates are proper and just, and the 
Council during the past two years, at 
least, has freely allowed such claims, 
but your honorable body has _ never 
failed to make a just discrimination 
along the lines herein set forth. 

“Relieving that the granting cf the 
present request of D. J. Lewis would 
lead to serious complications. and re- 
sult in much injustice, as well as loss 
of revene, your committeeman would 
respectflly recommend that the request 
be denied. 

[Signed] 
Mr. Toll asserted that the license had 
been paid as a ocld-blooded speculation, 
for if it had not been paid the brewery 
would not have been able to realize 
on the property. The fact that it did 
so realize a return for its investment, 
Mr. Toll thought. was positive proof 
that it had secured value received for 
all the license had cost it. He. there- 
fore. moved the adoption of the mi- 
nority report. His motion was lost, 
only Messrs. Pierce end Silver, besides 
himself, voting for it. The majority 
report was then placed upon its pas- 
sage, and was adopted, Messrs. Toll, 
Pierce and Silver voting in the nega- 
tive.

WANT NO PESTHOYUSE. 


As had been expected, the lobby of 
the Council chamber was well filled 
with residents of East Los Angeles, who 
had come to protest verbally, if nec- 
essary, against the adoption 6f the 
suggestion of the Board of Health that 
a detention hospital be located on res- 
ervoir site No. 6. They did not ad- 
dress the Council, but filed the follow- 

rotest: 
hte, the undersigned, citizens and 
property-owners residing on Eastlake 
avenue and other streets in the vicinity 
of the tract of land known as Reser- 
voir Site No. 6, beleuging to the city 
of Los Angeles, do hereby respectfully, 
earhestly and most emphatically pro- 
test against the proposed selection of 
said tract of land by your honorable 
body as a site for the erection of a 
pesthouse, detention hospital, or place 
where persons afflicted with contagious 
diseases are to be kept and maintained, 
for the reason that said location is a 
residence section, and is susceptible of 
great improvement, and that the 
odium incident to the establishment 
of such a place would greatly menace 
and depreciate the value of property, 
and render same undesirable. if not 
wholly useless for residence purposes.”’ 

As the matter of the location, of such 
a hospital is in the hands of the Board 
of Health, the protest was referred to 
that body. 


CITY ENGINEER’S REPORT. 


The City Engineer presented an 
ordinance changing the names of Corn- 
well street, Cornwall avenue, Corn- 
well street and Cornwell avenue tu 
Cornwell street. The ordinance was 
adopted under a suspension of the 
rules. Similar action was taken with 
reference to the establishment of the 
grade of Third street, from Hill street 
to a noint thirty feet west of Clay 
street. On the showing by the City 
Engineer that the protest against the 
proposed improvement of Macy street 
between Howard and Center streets 
did not represent a majority of the 
property frontage, the protest was de- 
and the improvement ordered.

damages. 

Mr. Vetter: That the Street Super- 
intendent be directed to place a wooden 
culvert on First street, southeasterly 
corner of Olive street. 

Mr. Silver: That the City Water 
Company be notified to move the fire 
hydrant at the southwest corner of 
Tenth and Olive streets’ inside the 
proper curb line, as the hydrant now 
stands in the street. 

Mr. Todd: That the Superintendent 
of Streets have a storm drain at the 
intersection of Turner and Amelia 
streets cleaned. 

Mr. Todd: That the Board of Fire 
Commissioners be requested to direct 
the chief engineer of the fire depart- 
ment to place a fire alarm box on the 
east side of First street at a point 
about midway between Alameda and 
Vignes streets. This motion was re- 
ferred to the Board of Fire Commis- 
sioners.

AFTERNOON SESSION, 


Boettcher Tract Finally Accepted as 
a Park Site. 
the 


As a special order of bu 
hearing of the protest of M. 
Humphreys against the proposed open- 
ing and widening of a portion of Bur- 
lington avenue had been set for hear- 
ing at 2 o’clock. Attorney J. L. Mur- 
phey appeared for the protestant and 
showed that the property assessed was 
not on the street to be opened. He 
thought the assessment had been due 
to a mistake. In order that the matter 
might be investigated it was referred 
to the Board of Public Works. 

The protests against the proposed 
opening of an alley in the block 
bounded by Third, Main, Fourth and 
Spring streets was then heard. There 
were a number of protestants, and 
the argument continned for more than 
half an hour. As the attorneys were 
unable to agree as to the facts the 
matter was also referred to the Board 
of Public Works for a hearing and re- 
port. 

The protest of Lizzie L. Ballard 
against the confirmation of the report 
of the commissioners for the opening 
of Park Grove avenue, from Twenty- 
first to Twenty-third streets, was next 
heard. She desired an award of $400 
instead of $300, as allowed her by the 
commissioners. This matter was also 
iscussed at great length. The pro- 
st was finally denied, and the report 
of the commissioners confirmed. 

An extension of thirty days was 
granted to M. S. Cummings in which 
to complete the work of improving 
Jefferson street between McClintock 
and Vermont avenues. 

PARK CONTEST SETTLED. 
The matter of the selection of a site 
of the proposed park in the Sixth Ward 
was then taken up. The City Attor- 
ney had reported an ordinance finally 
accepting the Boettcher tract as the 
park site, and before that ordinance 
was placed upon its passage those who 
favored the selection of the Kysor 
tract on Central avenue, made one last 
effort to defeat the ordinance. Attor- 
ney Loewenthal appeared for some of 
those interested in the acceptance of 
the Kysor property. He presented a 
petition said to contain the signatures 
of 2265 resdents of the Sixth Ward, 
asking the Council to accept the Cen- 
tral avenue property. He spoke for 
twenty minutes on the subject, asking 
particularly that before final action 
was taken the Councilmen visit the 
two sites. Judge Gottschalk es- 
poused the Boettcher cause, and de- 
manded that the Council keep faith in 
ti matter by approving the deed 
which has already been filed of record. 
Richard Duvall also spoke for the 
Kysor property, and urged if that was 
not taken, that the Council purchase 
the McKinley property across. the 
street from the Boettcher tract. 

Councilman Toll in explaining the 
action of the former Council in ac- 
eepting the Boettcher tract said the 
members had acted as they would had 
they heen spending their own money. 
He spoke at length on the subject, and 
asserted that there was nothing that 
the Council in fairness could do but 
accept the Boettcher tract. Mr. Duvall 
tried to answer ihe Fifth Ward 
Councilman, but his address did not 
change any of the Councilmen’s minds. 
The ordinance was placed upon its pas- 
sage, and was adopted by a vote of 
eight to one, President Silver voting 
in the negative. He explained as his 
reason for.so doing that he preferred 
deferring action until the legislation 
over the title to the Kvsor property 
had been settled. If that tract is de- 
clared to be the property of the city, 
two parks would have to be cared 
for in the Sixth Ward, and there is 
now hardly sufficient money to properly 
care for the existing parks. 

The protest of B. Ballerino against 
the proposed closing of a portion of 
Nigger Alley for the purpose of estab- 
lishing an engine house there was re- 
ferred.to the Board of Public Works 


in connection with the Board of Fire 
Commissioners. 


EAST SIDE STORM DRAINS. 

At the last session of the Council, on 
motion of Mr. Pierce of the Frst Ward, 
the City Bngineer was directed to sub- 
mit a general plan of the best method 
of protecting East Main street from 
the storm water that floods that street 
at every hard rain. City Engineer 
Olmsted presented the following, which 
was referred to the Board of Public 
Works: 

“In the matter of the accumulation 
of storm water on East Main street, 
for which I am ordered by your hon- 
orable body to devise the most eco- 
nomical and practicable plan for af- 
fording immediate relief, I report as 
follows: 

“IT find upon investigation that this 
point receives the storm water from 
an area of 1008 acres, embracing prac- 
tically the whole of East Los Angeles. 
As a measure of immediate relief I 
would recommend that box culverts be 
constructed on the north side of Ave- 
nue 28, across Griffin avenue, Sichel 
street, Workman street and Pasadena 
avenue. This would divert the water 
from an area of 136 acres lying east 
of Pasadena avenue and north of Ave- 
nue 28, and cause it to flow along its 
original drainage lines into the Arroyo 
Seco. Also that box culverts be con- 
structed on the east side of Eastlake 
avenue at Downey avenue, Manirou 
avenue, Barbee street, Darwin avenue 
and Main street, and a 30-inch cement 
pipe drain from the north line of Mis- 
sion boulevard to the Arroyo de los 
Posos: This would divert the water 
from a district east of Eastlake avenue, 
south of Downey avenue, east of Gates 
street and north of Downey avenue, 
an .area of 418 acres in the Arroyo de 
los Posos. The estimated cost of this 
work is: Diversion into Arroyo Seco. 
$485; diversion into the Arroyo de los 
Posos, $1595; total, °$2080.

FREE VACCINATION. 

Health Officer Powers is in favor of 
adopting the plan of a general vacci- 
nation at public expense for the benefit 
not only of those who are unable to 
pay for the services of a physician, but 
also those who would take advantage 
-of such an opportunity were it af- 
forded. He mentioned the matter to 
the board yesterday, and although he 
did not explain then just the plan he 
thought best, the subject was in- 
formally discussed after adjournment. 
Dr. Powers would make this vaccina- 
tion applicable to all persons, school 
children and adults alike. He favors 
the establishment throughout the city 
of places where competent physicians 
can perform the servies to any who 
may apply. In this manner, he said, 
not only the poor would be reached,but 
many persons who will not take the 
trouble to go to a doctor’s office and 
submit to vaccination. If this plan is 
adopted, and no final action was taken 
upon the matter by the board, Dr. 
Powers will have authority to arrange 
the details. 

The Health Officer reported to the 
board that he needed a competent 
. nurse and ‘cook at the pesthouse, and 
was given authority to hire such as- 
sistants as the exigencies of the pres- 
ent conditions demand. In the matter 
of providing a fumigating room, he was 
= authorized to use his own discre- 

on, 

In regard to the many idle rumors 
that have been in circulation for weeks 
as to the smallpox condition, Dr. 
Davisson called attention to the grow- 
ing disposition in certain quarters to 
disregard the orders of the Board of 
Health and the Board of Education 
with reference to vaccination, and to 
the fact that as a result of the general 
vaccination order, there is a disposition 
on the part of some parents to keep 
their children from school rather than 
have them vaccinated. He attributed 
much of what he chosc to term a 
scare to what had been published in 
the newspapers. He said he had heard 
on every side rumors of the fatal ef- 
fects of vaccination, and in his efforts 
to find some basis for them had failed 
to find single case of even more seri- 
ous illness which was attributable to 
vaccination. “The newspapers have 
contained all kinds of communications 
and other articles on this subject which 
are not what they should be,” said he. 
“Why they should dig up such rot and 
pat it in the papers I do not know, for 
t does no good. I have no complaints 
to make of the reports of our proceed- 
ings, but what I object to is the publi- 
cation of opinions of wholly irresponsi- 
ble persons, who have no basis for the 
assertions they make, and whose opin- 
ions on the subject are wholly. unre- 
liable. Many people can not distin- 
guish between an editorial and what 
appears in any other department of a 
paper. They see it in the paper and 
believe it. It has been stated on the 
streets that there have been many 
deaths from smallpox, and this we 
know is not true, but many people be- 
lieve it, and others who oppose vacci- 
nation rush into print and assist in 
filling the people’s mind with rot.

A part of the regular term 
trial jurors of Department One had 
served on the Clark trial, and one or 
two got into the jury box yesterday, 
but of course they were retired at once, 
and without any attempt being made 
to examine them as to their qualifica- 
tions for jury duty. In anticipation of 
the drain upon the jury list, Judge 
Allen loaned his jury, and between the 
el was completed. 

The examination of jurors is not a 
very exciting proceeding usually, but 
the courtroom was nevertheless packed 
to excess during the earlier part of the 
day.

Upon learning these facts, Rogers at 
once prepared a petition for a writ of 
habeas corpus, and Judge Trask signed 
the necessary order, the petition being 
returnable within an hour. The papers 
were placed in the hands of the Sheriff, 
and Attorney Rorers returned to his 
office to attend to some business before 
appearing in court on the habeas cor- 
pus proceeding. Within fifteen minutes, 
and to the attorney’s utter surprise, 
G. W. Young, so lately a prisoner un- 
der close confinement in the City Jail, 
walked into his office. No sooner had 
the papers been served on Chief Glass 
than Young was released, the only al- 
ternative being to face the investiga- 
tion that’ would necessarily have fol- 
lowed if the matter had come up in 
court. 

Now the query arises whether there 
are any other prisoners in the City Jail 
under similar conditions to those from 
which the man Young has just been 
released. 


. A FRUIT DEAL. 


A Fresne Difficulty Comes Up for 
Adjudication. 

A suit has been begun by C. B. Jef- 
fries against F. A. Salisbury, to re- 
cover $505, alleged to be the amount of 
loss occasioned by the failure of the 
defendant to faithfully observe the 
terms of a contract. ; 

It is alleged that Jeffries & Co. of 
Fresno entered into an agreement with 
one T. M. Harris, on Octover 20, 1595, 
whereby the latter sold to the Fresno 
firm a crop of apples raised at his place 
in Mariposa county, for 30 cents per 
box. The fruit was what is known to 
the trade as four-tier apples, and Jef- 
fries & Co. agréed to pick, box and 
ship the fruit. The contract further 
provided that Jeffries & Co. had an 
option on all of the five-tier apples, 
also at 30 cents per box. 

Six days later the plaintiff alleges 
that Jeffries & Co. entered into a con- 
tract with the defendant, who carries 
on business at Fresno under the trade 
name of the Salisbury Fruit Company, 
by which the latter firm were to gather 
and ship the apple crop. This the 
plaintiff, to whom Jeffries & Co, have 
assigned their claim, avers that the 
defendant did not do. He avers that 
there were 1800 boxes of four-tier ap- 
ples, worth $1.25, at Raymond Station, 
of which amount 45 cents would have 
been net profit; and 1800 boxes of five- 
tier apples that would have netted a 
profit of 10 cents per box. But it is 
stated that the defendant failed to 
pack or ship for three weeks after the 
fruit Was ripe, and much of the crop 
was damaged and lost by dropping off 
the trees. 


COMPTON’S GOOD LUCK. 


A Protracted Fight That All Went 
for Nothing. 

Charles Compton, who was convicted 
of the forgety of a deed and sentenced 
to serve a term of years in the State's 
prison, is to have a new trial. Brief 
notice of the fact that the Supreme 
Court had remanded the case for re- 
trial has already been published, but 
the opinion in the casé only arrived 
yesterday. 

Compton, with one Ware, and 4. E. 
Davis, was char with the forgery 
of a deed to a piece of land on Grand 
avenue, the title to which stood in the 
name of L. H. Green, a resident in the 
East, with intent to defraud the Co- 
lumbia Savings Bank: Ware turned 
State’s evidence, and, as the Supreme 
Court says, implicated as participants 
in the conspiracy Mrs. M. L. Reinholds, 
who sent the defendant, Davis, with 
a letter of introduction ‘to secure a loan 
on the fraudulent deed, J. H. Shields, 
who procured the certificate of title, 
P. E. King, the notary public, who took 
the acknowledgment of the false deed; 
A. E. Davis, and Ida M. Davis, his 
wife, besides the defendant Compton. 

Referring to the appellant’s objection 
that the testimony of Ware was ad- 
mitted in advance of the proof of con- 
spiracy, the Supreme Court holds that 
the requirement of the Code in that 
eee not mandatory, but also holds 
that the practice has become too com- 
mon for the trial court in such cases 
to take the testimony of the accom- 
plice before proof of the crime, upon 
a promise of the prosecution “that 
they will connect it,” or that “it is of- 
fered out of the order for the better 
understanding of the jury,” or that “‘it 
may be stricken out if independent 
corroborative proof be not subse- 
quently furnished.” In the present 
case, while the court is not inclined 
to declare it error, it holds that such 
a course should only be followed in 
extreme cases, when the facts from 
which the conspiracy is to be inferred 
are so blended with other facts that 
it is difficult to present the evidence 
intelligibly without first admitting the 
testimony of the accomplice. 

One of the instructions that the jury 
were “not at liberty to disregard the 
testimony of a witness,’ is held to be 
error. “If ‘disregard’ is here used as 
synonymous with ‘refuse to considér.’ ”

that they are at liberty to refuse to 
consider such testimony, if not. cor- 


roborated. It is the duty of the jury 


to consider and weigh all of the ad- 
mitted testimony. But if, as seems 
probable, ‘disregard’ is used in the 


sense of ‘reject,’ then there is a clear 


case of trespass upon the domain of 
the jury. Though the jury may believe 
the witness to be lying, though his 
story may appear to them incredible, 
though he may have been successfully 
impéached, yet by this instruction the 
court lays down a@ rule that they may 
not reject the testimony of such a 
witness, provided only it be corrob- 
orated by other competent evidence.” 

Other of the court’s instructions are 
criticised, but most attention is given 
to the deferidant’s motion that the 
OF the department should trans- 
fer the. cause, or should call in another 
judge to sit In his place. The motidén 
was supported by an affidavit stating 
that the defendant could not have a 
fair and inipartial trial before the 
judge of his prejudice and 
bias. The Supreme Court holds that 


the rule applicable to Justices to be 
equally applicable t6 the Judges of the 
Superior Courts, were it not that in 
the amendment to Section 170, Code 
of Civil Procedure, it is provided that 
counter affidavits may be filed. By 
implication that means they shall be 
considered and weighed in determin- 
ing the Judge’s bias. . 
“But one thing at least is certainly 
clear,” says the court, “that the pro- 
vision contemplates that the question 


shall be determined upon affidavits, and 


that the facts found are to be found 
from the affidavits, and that the Judge 
is neither to be called upon nor to be 


permitted to use his own knowledge of 


the matter. if, in fact, he knows him- 
self not to be disqualified, it is not for 
him to deny the motion, if the con- 
trary appears from the affidavit or 
affidavits on file. In this case the de- 
fendant brought himself within the 
letter and medni of the provision, 
and no. counter davits' were filed.

BLIND GUIDES. News from London 
is to the effect that the people gener- 
ally in the United Kingdom are very 
sorry they sold their American railway 
and other securities during the fit of 
pessimistic sentiment as to the United 
States then prevailing in that country. 
These people sold out on the lowest 
Plane of the depression, and are now 
entering the market to rebuy at a plane 
of inflation unusually high, not to say 
Gangerously so. For a while, no doubt, 
the abundance of money, seeking in- 
vestment, the high-earning power of 
most of the American railroads and 
the reéntering of the market by these 
foreign buyers in force, will keep prices 
frm. Those who buy judiciously and 
Watch the market closely will have 
many opportunities of turning good 
money. If any one suffers it will be 
the rashly imprudent and those who 
hold. too long.. When the public, on 
the other hand, were selling, the Brit- 
ish press encouraged such selling in a 
most vigorous way. Now that the 
people are buying again, the press there 
once more breaks out into the most 
Goleful prophecies as to disasters in 
America. The British press knows 
better, but in busjness matters it is 
always “‘inspired.””’ So much the worse 
for the people who follow such “blind 
~uides.”’ 


COMMERCIAL. 

PLUG TOBACCO. Quite recently a 
“combination was effected .by which 
nearly all the manufacturers of plug 
tobacco in the United States are in one 
Great central organization. The Con- 
tinental Tobacco Company, which now 
controls the plug business of America, 
has issued to jobbers an announce- 
ment of its new price schedule. The 
Ohio Merchant summarizes the an- 
mouncement substantially as follows: 

“Goods will be biiled to jobbers at 
the price-to-retailers, and jobbers will 
receive 10 per cent. rebate every two 
months. The ‘drop shipment’ system 
will be practically discontinued after 
February 28. The American Tobacco 
Company had this plan, and operated 
it through the jobbers. Any retailer 
ordering 100 pounds or more of tobacco 
could have it shippedd direct from the 
American Tobacco Company, ‘dropped’ 
at the nearest freight station. He 
gave his order to the jobber’s sales- 
man, however, and was billed through 
the jobber. The American Tobacco 
Company allowed the 10 per cent. ex- 
tra. discount to the jobber, 5 per cent. 
extra discount supposed to be given 
to the retailer for ordering in large 
quantities, and $1 to the salesman. 
As a matter of fact many jobbers gave 
‘the dollar and all to the retailer, and 
out of the whole deal got only 2 per 
cent. discount for their cash payment 
to the American company. The 5 per 
cent. was discontinued January 10, and 
the dollar to the salesman will not 
be given after February 28. Drop- 
shipments are nominally continued, 
but they are only for such goods as 
were on the American company’s list, 
and include none of the Continental's 
other brands. As the whole thing is 
thus reduced to a 10 per cent. basis, 
the same as the discount. on smaller 
lots, drop-shipments will practically be 
discontinued. The Continental sends 
out a list of eighty-six different kinds 
and styles of plug tobacco with its an- 
nouncement. ‘Climax’ and ‘Spearhead,’ 
which were formally made with six 
10-cent cuts to the plugs, now have five 
at the same price. The scale through- 
out has been altered with on idea of 
cutting off the demand for some super- 
fluous brands and concentrating it on 
a score or so of standard kinds. The 
old plan of plug factories was to allow 
a discount per pound, scheduled on a 
price card, sometimes more or some- 
times less than ** per cent., varying 
with the quality of the goods. The new 
plan evens the count on all grades 
of goods. The average price to the 
retailer, it is claimed, is considerably 
lower than heretofore. Officers of the 
Continental say they are not making 
any provision against price cutting, 
and if anything is effected against that 
evil it will have to be done by the job- 
bers themselves. They deny also that 
the company is instigating or aiding 
combinations of jobbers.” 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

IMMIGRATION FIGURES. The 
figures of ocean trade for 1898, which 
have just been compiled by the landing 
agent at New York, indicate a decrease 
of more than 10,000 cabin passengers 
landing at that port compared with 1897, 
though the steerage business shows an 
increase in round numbers of 27,000. 
The number of cabin passengers on all 
lines aggregate 80,586, comparing with 
90,932 in 1897, and the steerage passen- 


gers foot up 219,651, against 192,004. The 
lines combined made eighty-nine fewer 


trips in 1898 than in 1897. The figures 
in detail follow:

TASSOCTATED TRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Jan. 30.—The movement of 
stock prices today wag extremely variable, 
and after alternate strength and depression 
the market left off firm, with mixed changes 
averaging above Saturday's final quotations. 
The supply of money continued abundant at 
reasonable rates, and was unaffected by Feb- 
ruary dividend and interest requirements. 
Gold to the amount of $575,000 was engaged 
for import, and cable advices were that three 
and a half million dollars of gold had been 
purchased in London for America. The period- 
ical railway earnings reports that appeared 
were gratifying. The volume of business 
was again over a million shares, and beqause 
of the continued activity of the market a 
number of commission houses work em- 
ployés in shifts. London was a buyer on bal- 
ance today, particularly of Northern Pacific 
and Readings. and sold Union Pacific and 
Louisvilles. There was considerable shift- 
ing of commission-house accounts from one 
stock to another, with a preponderance of 
buying orders, which for a time more than 
offset the attacks of the reactionists. Sugar 
was acitvely traded in, and lifted on some 
rumors of an arrangement with the glucose 
company. At the same time there were 
denials, from various sources of a prospect- 
ive agreement with local rival companies. 
Disclosures made by the Pittsburgh, Cleve- 
land, Columbus and St. Louis minority inter- 
est were construed as favorable, and resulted 
in a sharp advance in the stock, part of 
which was lost on realizing. Gossip had it 
that Northern Pacific wag in control of the 
party in favor of larger dividends, and that 
the stock was receiving pool support. Un- 
confirmed stories of the likelihood of the 
resignation of the president of the Cleve- 
land, Cincinnati, Chicago and S&8t. Louis 
weakened that stock somewhat. Consolidated 
Gas jumped 8 points on assertions that a par- 
tial union of the gas interest on Manhattan 
Island had been effected. The sensational 
advances were those of Tennessee Coal and 
Iron preferred, 10; Great Northern preferred, 
7%, and Cclorado Fuel and Iron.

APPEAL TO LEGISLATURE FOR 
BETTER STREET LAWS. 


Street Superintendent Bachanan 
Rock Proposed ter Three City 
Streets—Matters to Come Before 


f the City Council Taesday. 


PASADENA, Jan. 30.—(Regular Corre- 
THé improvement agita- 

n will come before the City Council Tucs- 
day, the offcers of the Better Roads Society 
and the Superintendent of Streets having 
beon invited to confer with the City Trustees 
at their session. Sections of California 
etreet and of Fair Oaks and Raymond ave- 
pues are the highways against which par- 
ticular corhplaint is made. Street Superin- 
tendent Buchanan is in favor of making per- 
Mancnt improvements on these thoroughfares 
and assessing the abuttors. He would put 
crushed rock on a piece of California street, 
and on Fair Oaks and Raymond avegues 
from the points where the paving now ends 
to the hate of Throop. “A permanent road 
fs the cheapest road in the end, as well as 
the best,’”’ says Mr. Buchanan. He calls 
attention to the fact that the city is behind 
the times in its equipment for street work, 
meeding a grader, a heavy roller and a rock 
crusher. e 18 strongly in favor of using 
more rock and less dirt on the highways, and 
he believes a rock crusher would be an ex- 
cellent investment fo rthe city. 

Phe Street Superintendent is so much in- 
terested in the road improvement questior, 
eda reed 86 many obstacles to progress in 
the State laws regulating the building of 

vbl'c highways, that he has addressed a 
Ritter to our in the Legislature 
ealling attertion to the defects in the street 
adts and the need of revising them, and sim- 

fving them. Mr. Buchanan bas had so 

veh exteriance that his suggestions have a 
practical value. There are in this city, he 
says, two cases in point, one having gone to 
the court, and the finding being in favor of 
the city.. The city is in possession of the 
land. and certain property-owners having 
yaii their assessments are clamorous for 
the improvements, but under the queer laws 
governing such cases. the Council is pow- 
erless to order the work done, as parts of 
lots have been taken for the street, leaving 
on one side of the street, in one instance, a 
etrip ¢izht feet wide, and on the other side 
a trip six feet wide. and without the con- 


Fanpased improvements cannot be made. 
“There should be provision,”’ says the 
Street Superintendent, “that when proceed- 
ings have gone so far as above, the City 
Trustees should have the power to complete 
the improvements: whereas under the pres- 
ent code some obstreperous cuss can stop 
the work, to the detriment «nd annoyance 
of the whole community.

The proposition before the Improvement

hibitive to more than five saloons. rate 
of $1000 per year, instead of $300 as at pres- 
ent, has been suggested as the most probable 


one. 

Some of the saloon,men seem to think that 
they are taxed rather highly as it is. “To 
keep a saloon here in Santa Monica,’’ said 
one of them today, ‘‘a man must pay $300 per 
year in advance to the city. Then there is 
the county license, amounting to $156 per 
year, aml the government license of $25 per 
year. All but four of the saloon properties 
in town are rented, and the rent ranges 
from $25 to $75 per month, or, on an average, 
say $500 per year. The lights cost about $15 
per month, or $180 per year, and the water 
$30 per year. Breakage amounty to $25 or 
more in the twelve months. We are called 
upon to subseribe for the various encamp- 
ments and attractions, and that costs each of 
us something like $50 per year. Even for a 
small place a man must have $1000 worth of 
furniture, fixtures and stock, and the interest 
on that sum is worth at least $60 per year. 
Then there are*the drinks that one must let 
go on credit, without much prospect of ever 
getting paid for them. These items amount 
to more than $1926, which a saloon man must 
make to keep up with his expenses, and that 


penses, or for the man’s living or that of his 
family. I think I am safe in saying that 
there are more than six months of the yeaf 
during which not a. single saloon in Santa 
Monica earns encugh to pay expenses. It ie 
only during July and August that the busi- 
ness is flourishing.’’

THE ALGADONE GRANT. 


A Civil Investigation of 
Arid Land Irrigation, 


Civil Engineer W. R. Stevenson has 
returned from a survey of the Algadone 
grant in Southwestern Avizona. This 
is the 50,000 acres of desert which the 
Settlers of that section propose to 1e- 
claim with irrigation canals, fifty feet 
wide, carying 30,000 miner's inches of 
water from the Colorado River. Mr. 
Stevenson finds the plan of irrigating 
the district practical from an engi- 
Meer’s standpoint, and thinks .he place 
aad become a great beet-sugar coun- 

The land lies directly south of 
Yuma, a stretch of twenty-five miles 
along the Colorado. When the big 
canal is put in he thinks the river will 
no longer overflow. 

'$Stevenson says also that a manu- 
facturing firm has men along the Colo- 
fado gathering wild hemp, which is 

Very plentiful on the desert at. times. 
The engineer saw the shifting sand 
hills in the southeastern portion of Cal- 
ifornia, and thinks they would defeat 
the proposed plan to carry a canal 
from the Colorado at Yuma into the 
low Salton district. The sands would 
blow over the canal, and fill it up. 

The Southern Pacific is finding 
trouble with these sands, which cov- 
ered the track sometime ago, derailed a 
a train and caused the death of Engi- 
meer Davis of this city. The sand, | 
jles in extent, forms a high bank on’ 
north side and constantly is blown 
from the south, falling over its own 
bank, and thus creeping along.

SENATOR WHITE AT HOME 


RETURNED FROM WASHINGTON ON 
PRIVATE BUSINESS. 


Will Remain Until the River and 
Harbor Bill is Taken Up by the 
Senate—San PedroOut of Danger. 
Peace Treaty Status. 


----— 


Senator Stephen M. White returned 
from Washington yesterday morning. 
After breakfasting with his family he 
went at once to his law office in. the 
Temple Block, where he was engaged 
all day; with his partner, Mr. Monroe, 
looking over the papers in important 
legal matters in which the fiem is en- 
gaged as counsel. The Senator was 
busy at his desk until a late hour last 
night. Pausing from his work long 
enough for a brief interview, he said: 

“I have returned for the purpose of 
attending to personal matters. My 
stay here will depend upon the status 
of affairs at Washington. Were it not 
for the River and Harbor Bil it is un- 
likely that I would be called back. That 
measure should have been passed dur- 
ing the long session of this Congress, 
but owing to our efforts to rehabilitate 
Cuban, Filipino and other patriots, it 
was deemed inexpedient to appropriate 
$10,000,000 or $15,000,000 for the improve- 
ment of our rivers and harbors, and, 
therefore, if any relief can be had, it 
must be obtained during the next 
month. 

“The San Pedro appropriation does 
not depend upon the River and Harbor 
Bill, so far as the present contract for 
the breakwater is concerned. That con- 
tract involves the government directly 
and every general appropriation bill 
(having no connection with the River 
and -Harbor Bill,) which may be passed 
during the next three or four years will 
contain an appropriate amount to pay 
the contractors, which will aggregate 
the entire cost. Later on I anticipate 
an authorization in the River and Har- 
bor Bill for the development of the 
inner thharbor. When that project is 
fixed and the contract let it, too, will 
pass into the domain of general and 
settled appropriations, and will in- 
volve no further contention. 

“San Pedro is in no danger, so far 
as the breakwater is concerned, unless 
the present contractors, fal) dewn, and 
they seem confident of theie ability to 
comply with the terms of their bid. If 
Mr. Alger had been more friendly to 
this work, and if he had had a desire 
to make us feel comfortable, he would 
have let the contract to a higher bid- 
der. I say this without intending in 
any manner to reflect upon those who 
are now in charge of the work. I be- 
lieve in fair remuneration and . good 
work. 

“With reference to the Senatorial 
fight in California, and speaking as a 
mere looker-on, and also remembering 
that I am in no sense responsible for 
the political complexion of the Legisla- 
ture, I merely hold my nose and say 
nothing.”’ 

Being asked as to the probable ac- 
tion of the Senate upon the question 
of ratifying the peace treaty, Senator 
White said: 

“It is impossible for me to forecast 
the opinion of several Senators whose 
votes must control the situation. These 
Senators, while entirely conscientious, 
perform the forward and back evolu- 
tion so frequently that I do not disquiet 
myself by anticipating their move- 
ments. When I left Washington there 
were less than two-thirds of the Sen- 
ate. so far as my judgment goes, in 
favor of the treaty. It is possible that 
conditions have changed since, and 
that the adoption of a resolution re- 
citing some harmless platitude may 
bring about the absorption of Aguinaldo 
and his kicking millions, including the 
Sultan of Sulu and his devout follow- 
ers.’”’ 

Senator White has withstood the 
rigors of the eastern winter well. and 
is looking his best. He is glad, never- 
theless, to exchange the climate of 
Washington for that of Los Angeles.
